What ts Synchromtem’ 

In the art journals 1nd newspa- 
pers of Europe and America much 
has been written, for and against, 
in the paet few years, concerning 
the new school of paintii«c called 
synchromiem by tte founders, two 
young Americans, Morgan Rue«sel! 
and 8. Macdonald Wright. This 
new school dates from 1918 and had 
ite inception in Paria. Ite first ex- 
hibition was held in the same year 
in Munich at the Never Kunst Salon. 
Shortly afterward, an exhibition was 
held in Partie at the Bernheim- 
Jeune galleries, Rue Royale, then in 
New York at the Carroll galleries, 
and later in New York at the An- 
derson the famous Forum 


Macdonald who spent 
his youth in ana Lees 
An , fs new here, and will prob- 
ably remain indefinitely. tl is his 
iftention to start an art school in 
Les Angeles in September. Mr. 
Wright ie a brother to Willard 
Huntington Wright, the well-known 
writer, critic and satirist. When 
asked to explain synchromism te 
the readers of Art and Artists, and 
to give them some idea of his meth- 
ods in painting and artistic inter- 
pretation, 8. Macdonald Wright re- 
sponded with enthusiasm, for he is 
splendidly in earnest and full to the 
brim with his subject: 

“Synchromism is the art of color, 
and tte title means simply ‘with 
color,” sald he “We took this 
name to differentiate us from other 
schools. such as cubism, futurism 
and fauvism, because the principle 
on which our art is based differed 
radically from any school that pre- 
ceded us. We conceived that paint- 
ing, being the art of color, qualli- 
ties not expressed by color are not 
of the art of painting. 

“Neither of us had any desire to 
found a school but we had a 
prejudice against being classified by 
@ carelets public in a school to 
which we were antipathetically op- 
posed. As for myself, I have al- 
ways, even here if Los Angcles, be- 
fore I went to Paris, had what paint- 
ers cal] a ‘color vision,’ and as I 
studied, the need for an expression 
that would have the greater intenr- 
ity of effect, which color alone can 
give, became stronger. 

“Tn 1910 I had the advantage of 
studying the science of color with 
the greatest color scientist that ever 
lived. Mr. Tudor-Hart, and it was 
while we three-—Tudor-Hart, Mor- 
gan Russell and myself—worked to- 
gether, that the precise application 
of color to esthetic expression began 
to take definite form in my mind. 
I had never been wholly satisfied 
with the theory of cubism, although 
I have always recognized its value; 
and futurism, the title that the 
American offhand applies to al) mod- 
ern expressions, left me as cold as 
the present corpse of the school. 
I realized that both these efforts 
were beside the emotional tradition 
of painting, which began with Dela- 
eroix and Turner, and ceased with 
Cezanne. 

“To Cezanne I turned, and .I can 
class myself at one of his artistic 
children, for Cezanne today is recog- 
nized the world over as the father of 
modern painting. One side of his 
work, his drawing and close-knit 
sometimes angular form, has given 
inepiration to the schools men- 
tioned, but his color harmonies 
and his studies in color volume, 
while never wholly achieved, form 
the basis, if you will, of Synchrom- 
ism. These color harmonies, 
limited in number with Cezanne, but 
of singular justness of vibration, we 
three made recise in studying the 
solar spectrum, and ft is now as easv 
for a painter to strike a perfect 
chord in any color scheme on his 
palette as for a pianist to do the 
same thing on the piano. 

“Such a discovery, I believe to be 
of inestimable value to artists, not 
because it permits them to put down 
pretty color combinations, but be- 
cause the organization of the color 
echeme serves to bring to a greater 


work. Beside this it gives him a 
color center about which the de- 
velopment of his color scheme must ‘ 
be a definite equilibration. The 
use of these scales also gives him a 


which, I think, will do away with 
the stupid idea of ‘Inspiration’ that 
artiste have been talking for years. 

“This, however, is & small and un- 
important part of my artistic credo. 
The basis of all art is form, and if 


fetti-makers. But tn studving the 


eppearance - of the colors of 
the spectrum as they successively 
manifest themselves in being 


brought from darkness into light, | 
saw that some became saturated 
long before others, and that when 
I set these twelve colors down on 
canvas, in exactly the «ame sized 
equares, the ones that had material- 
ized in the least light appeared to 
be emalier than others. In other 


words, these were the colors that In- 


herentiv recede from the ere while 
thoee that appeared larger tn these 
squares advanced emotionally to- 
ward one. Here wae the beginning 
of the study of color in ite mani- 
festations of volumnear extension, 
and here began the definite founda- 
tion of Synchromisem. 

“Needless to say, painters for cen- 
turies have recognired the fact that 
nature tn receding from the eye be- 
comes Piuteh, and even the primi- 
tives utilised thie method of mak- 
Ine thetr backerounds stay beck. 
Rut the Intermediate steps which | 
have for veare felt existed and have 
unconsciously ysed in my most suc- 
cessful works, steps from 
forward, through the entire | 
epectrum, T now definitely placed.

Bensation of tts complementary to 


the eye, which was violet, but they 
overlooked the fact that between 
yellow and violet, the two extremes, 
lies the whole world of color. 

“Russell approached form by 
completing the Impressionists re- 
stricted method of depicting light, 
while I arrived at the sensation of 
colored sones that led from light to 
shadow by treating form with color 
iteelf. When we met we saw that 
lbeht t form and vice versa, but 
netther of ws saw fit to change his 
artistic approach. methode 
are closely akin to the mechaniam 
of human vision. for we are only 
cognizant of the visible world oy 
means of our color sense. Line 
has no place in nature. It is merely 
man's arbitrary method of de- 
limiting volume. These draw! 
with me, the delimitation « 
volume, and is expressed solely 
threugh color. Line ie felt by this 
rhythmic delimitation. 

“All this savors of a system ©o 
painting. and I admit that the fi 
essays I made have all the authoriry 
and all the stpdidity of a little 
academy of my own! Thue an ob- 
ject which stood half-way in space 
between the foreground and back- 
ground must of necessity be painted 
with ea color which takes its inherent 
place halfway between yellow and 
violet! But I almost immediately 
noted the plastic shifting of colors 
when differentiy surrounded, and 
with this realization, what had com- 
menced eas a static system became 
a dynamic method. Thus it is seen 
that color which had before been 
no more than an ornament of no 
real significance became the func- 
tioning element out of which every 
quality of the picture grows. In 
other instead of drawing 
picture, then putting on the tonal! 
value and lastly letting it ‘blossom’ 
inte flesh color and so forth, I con- 
ceive the picture as a wunhique 
gesture, and as I paint I draw and 
compose, or, as I compose I paint 
and draw! I sacrifice the delicate 
Pinks of the flesh and the  pre- 


in second-hand stores to a freedom 
of color expression. I believe that 
the modern mind demands a greater 
stimulus than can be gotten from 
color photography and its imitators. 

“The compositional element in my 
work, which ie the only lasting value 
of any work, is purely an outcome 
of my studies of Michaelangelo, 
Rubens, Greco, Veronese and 
Giotto, whom I consider, tn spite of 
the strides of modern methods, th 
greatest figures in art. They felt the 
abeoliite necessity of basing their 
art on the classical philosophical 
diacoveries of the Greeks, who, in 
tunn, learned only from the study of 
the human body in movement. In 
epite of the fact that Synchromism 


T feel that my own art fe in all 
probability the most cla@sically in- 
epired being done today. My am- 
bition is to create an art that stands 
halfway between music and archi- 


tecture, for I consider all that 
has preceded me to be vely 
oratorical.”

Christine Langenham, dra- 
matic soprano of note, who is te 
make her first concert appearance 
here the end of this month., when 
she came to America, three years 
ago.

This ig quite the reverse of the 
question usually asked in this coun- 
try—which usually has been what 
Chance has the American artist to 
compete with the foreign-born. 

In her own pecullar§ instance, 
however, Mme. Langenham feels 
that the two questions have a cer- 
tain similarity—first, because of her 
endeavor to make an entrance into 
the singing world of this country 
through concert,and second, because 
she feels so much an American that 
she does not ever want to go back 
to Burope again, 

Two-thirds of her programmes 
have been devoted to the songs by 
American composers during her 
cencert engagements. She has en- 
deavored to bring the American to 
the front whenever possible, and 
has sought to give a wide selection 
from his compositions. She has, 
therefore, set out to do in Rome 
as the Romans do, and win success, 
not with the prestige of her Euro- 
pean career, Lut with her own abil- 
ity to adapt herself to new and dif- 
ferent conditions. She has stic- 
ceeded very well with her concerts 
in New York, Boston, Baltimore, and 
throughout the South and Middle 
West. And her experiences have

LONDON, June 20.—The life of 
‘the famous African elephant seems 
to be in danger for the South Afri- 
can Cape Provincial Counecfl pre- 
poses to exterminate those in the 


Addo Bush Forest, near Port Eliza- 
beth. 
For g@nerations past these 
animals have been a great nuleance 
to the farmers. They have dam- 
aged crops and killed several per- 
sons. 
The African‘elephant is noted for 
ite laziness—quite the reverse to its 
Indian relative who, when called 
upon cheerfully and easily shoulders 
a burden of a toh or so. However, 
an effort ie to be made to train the 
voung ones for long-hauling in the 
Cape forests. 
The rounding up of the antmals 
has involved the erection of a num- 
ber of lofty observation towers an4 
so large are the numbers to be killed 
that the shooting of the animale will 
take over six months. The natives 
enjoy elephant's meat and the pros- 
pect of an unlimited supply for sev- 
eral months is being eagerly looked 
forward to. 
The Provisional Council's an- 
nouncement has caused keen regret 
among naturalists, some of whom 
say that should the threat be car- 
ried into effect the elephant, like the 
mastodon and the ichthyosaurua, 
may become extinct.

SUBSISTENCE AND PAY ROLLS. 

The problem of feeding the per- 
Bonne! of 28,000 men in the fleet may 
be settled by the State. California 
can furnish to the fleet almost every 
food article tequired at the sailors’ 
mess, which will mean an expendi- 
ture of more than $3,000,000 an- 
nually for the enlisted men alone. 
The average expenditures for food- 
stuffs amount to $18,200 daily. and 
this figure does not include the sev- 
eral thousands of dullars spent daily 
for the officers’ mess, which ts paid 
by the officers themselves. 

The monthly pay roll of the 28,000 
men amounts to $1,080,000. or $20,- 
160,000 annually. The larger portion 
of this enormous figure will be spent 
in California. Taeaters, resorts, 
cafes and scores of Other enterprises, 
will reap a golden harvest from this 
payroll. The 28,000 men receive an 
average monthly salary of $60 and 
this money will b@ spent on shore. 
One half of the crews on every ves- 
sel in the fleet will be granted shore 
leave every evening and each man 
receives a thirty-day furlough once 
a year. 

Clothing houses are also expected 
to profit by the cOming of the fleet, 
for it is reported that the sailors 
will soon be permitted to wear 
civilian clothes while on shore leave.

Real Americanism is no pampered patriotism to be petted in some corner 
of the world. Americanism is God's Liberty out in the open everywhere 
with both hands extended for the help of humanity. Let no Congressman 
get the narrow notion that Americanism is confined to the boundary lines 
of his constituency. No Congressman is true to any American constituency 
who is not true to our world-wide Americanism. Every Senator must remem- 
ber that we are in a world-circling service. In compassion for suffering, in 
ambitions service Ame..-anism must forever hereafter be cdsmopolitan 
in character. Whatever it ic that is out for the cornering of commerce, or 
for confining its ministries ‘to social sets or circles, or for monopolizing the 
money markets of mankind, or for isolating itself in national greed and 
hardness of heart, whatever the spirit is which would do these things, [T IS 
NOT AMERICANISM. ONE HUNDRED PER CENT. AMERICANISM 
IS THE BROADEST, NOBLEST, FARTHEST-REACHING AMERICAN- 
ISM POSSIBLE. IT GOES TO THE LIMIT. 

America’s safety as a nation lies only in the widening ways of national- 
ism into internationalism. We shall not love our own family less, but we 
shall love our neighbor's family more. We are to have a growing loyalty 
for the folks at home and an ever-widening interest in the folks who are far 
away, who need our help. That is true 100 per cent. Americanism.

Lift the down-trodden, but with hand of steel

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ATCH THE BARGAINS. 
The high cost of living, that prob- 


lem with which every nation is coping 
just now, inevitably falls hardest on that 
majority of the people who belong neither 
to the aristocracy of labor nor the capital- 
ist class—-the clerks, the office workers, the 
teachers, the «mall professional men, the 
average wage-earner and those with small 
fixed incomes. To these the problem has 
reached a real struggle for existence, a 
nightmare of making both ends meet. 

While governments are undertaking in- 
vestigations; while politicians are busy 
diagnosing the disease; while labor-union- 
ists are complacently striking for higher 
wages and aggravating the condition, the 
majority of average contumers are facing 
this daily anxiety with tnereasing alarm. 
But human ingenuity has always been able 
to cope with dire problems in the past and 
there is every evidence that practical minds 
are even now reaching a solution. Here 
in Les Angeles it is obvious that the mer- 
chants are alive to the urgency of the ques- 
tion and the careful housewife, the watch- 
ful and discriminating consumer, can, by 
studying the daily bargains offered, bring 
the cost of living down to a figure not far 
in excess of that prevalent before the war. 
Produce markets and denartment stores are 
meeting the condition with the advertising 
of daily bargains in almost every essential 
article and, by taking thought and subject- 
ting the day's offerings to careful scrutiny, 
it is possible to bring the household ex- 
penses down to something Ike possible di- 
mensions. - 


Meat, for instsace, end vegetables are to 
be purchased it almost the old prices by 
taking advantage of the “specials” offered 
by enterprising stores each day. As for 
clothing, the bargains in dry goods and 
domestic wares being offered in the summer 
sales by Los Angeles merchants make it 
possible for the foresighted average con- 
sumer to maintain the old sartorial stand- 
eards, if the craze for anticipating Paris 
fashions is dispensed with. — 

Of course this manner of shopping is 
more trouble; ‘he easy method of ordering 
by phone and considering the immediate 
need, irrespective of the bargains, will not 
produce the consummation so devoutly to 
be wished. It ts necessary to modify one’s 
tastes, to plan end devise, to exercise a 
little watchful Waiting in order to secure 
needed products at bargain »pices: but it 
can be dohe. Some store, somewhere, each 
day, will be found enterprising enough to 
furnish the required articles at an attrac- 
tive price, and this is particularly true of 
daily household commodities for which mer- 
chants are quick to appreciate the ready 
market. A scrutiny of the advertisements 
will show that on certain days certain 
stores make a specialty of particular prod- 
ucts—thus there are special meat bargains, 
special fish bargains, special fruit and veg- 
etable bargains, special grocery bargains 
being offered in many parts of the eity, and 
the housewife, planning her day’s menu ac- 
cordingly, can make stich a remarkable 
saving at the end of the month that the 
time given to watchful purchasing is well 
repaid. 

The trouble with the average American 
is that domestic economy has bitherto been 
the least of his virtues. He bought what 
he wanted whea he wanted !t, no mattet 
what the condiiion of the market. Yet in 
his successful business Ouying he would 
have a keen eye for the bargains ar@ co 
to any trouble to buy his professional ma- 
terial at the lowest figure offered. With 
“the same amouat of forethought exercised 
in ordinary domestic buying the year's 
bills would be cut by at least 1 third. Any- 
one studying the daily market quotations 
on household commodities must appreciate 
the tremendous difference in regular and 
bargain prices advertised. 

To cope successfully with the present 
problem of the high cost of living the house- 
hold purchases must be made with busi- 
| ness acumen, the prices of groceries must 


be watched with the same keen 
sense of profit and loss that a build- 
er watches. quctations in the Jum- 
ber market, that manufacturers give 
to the purchase of their raw mate- 
rials. Any fool can spend, but it 
takes intelliggnce and forethought 
to save and nserve. The Amer 
jean housewifa is second to none in 
intelligence; {t remains for her & 
apply it now in the department in 


which it is most needed. To buy 


wisely is the larger half of success- 
ful business of good housekeeping. 
Watch the bargains advertised in 
The Times: and, while the govern- 
ments are getting round to a whole- 
sale solution of the aggravated prob- 
lem, the cooperation of ‘the mer- 
chant and the housewife will go very 
far to alleviate the immediate tribu- 
lation.

Mayor 
Snyder says thig evbject will be giv- 
en his careful conrideration as soon 
ae the fleet-weloceming activities are 
out of the way, and that the strong 
business and civic organizations of 
Los Angeles will be called inte con- 
ference on the subject of the eelec- 
tion of a board of freeholders for the 
purpose of getting to work on 6& 
real man-size city charter.

studiously avoided, and a stro 
sensible, businesslike document w 
be forthcoming, 


A Sensible Movement. 


The Municipal League, erstwhile 
inclined to the path of fads and 
fancies, hae finally struck a sensible 
route on at least one public mat- 
ter. That is the conso’idation of 
city and county jails under one man- 
agement; the humanitarian plan of 
cleaning up present City Jail quar- 
ters and putting prisoners out on 
farms as epeedily as possible after

es. 

The Board of Supervisors, while 
having taken no official action, tn- 
dividually indorsse the movement; 
the City Council! members are in 
line; various civic and business or- 
ganizations give their approval to 
what seems a sensible business move 
and a more just treatment of of- 
fenders of the law. 

It is all in accord with the sure- 
coming city-county consolidation. 
One by one, adjacent communities 
are annexing to Los Angetes, and 
much on the general line of provid- 
ing one government is being accom- 
plished in this manner. Eventualiy, 
in the opinion of The Watchman, 
certain outside sections of Los An- 
geles county will form a new coun- 
ty and the city-county consolidation 
will become @ reality.

} “Filberts were not being com- 


in the region of the Mediterranean 
Sea, where the finest filberts in the 
world are produced, is similar in 
many respects to the in 
Western Oregon. 

“Our consular agents tn Spain 
sent me twenty-four varieties of 
trees. I began at once to experi- 
ment. This is very interesting work. 
And pruning is as much of an art 
as surgery. A surgeon must know 
where and how to cut. So must an 
orchardist. 

“As my filbert trees developed, I 
found some among them that bios- 
somed iate. Winter killed the 
nuts. These trees I called ‘sleep- 
ers.. Theoretically, sap is forced up 
a tree and into its branches from 
the roots. The sap of the ‘sleep- 
ers,’ then, didn’t start soon enough. 
Otherwise such trees would blos- 
with the others. 

“But I eut off the tops of the 
‘sleepers’ and grafted on the trunks 
acions taken from normal bloomers. 
Theoretically, that did not change 
the flow of sap as to time. Prac- 
tically, however, it did. The scions, 
growing into strong branches, didn’t 
wait for the roots to send up the 
sap, but began pulling it up them- 
selves and so they blossomed and 
bore fruit and ceased to be what I 
called them. 

THE PROFITS IN FILBERTS. 

“An orchardist has countless op- 
portunities to experiment and learn 
the laws of nature. No work, ex- 
cept that of a judge on the bench, 
who has cases to study, is anywhere 
near so ‘fascinating. I live five 
miles from my orchards and can 
reach them in twenty minutes, over 
a good road, from my home or of- 
fife. In them I take my vacations, 
from day to day, when I fee] like 
it. and lose no more time from my 
business than I would were I to 
play golf or go fishing. 

“We have no official statistics in 
this country bearing on filberts, but 
I estimate that an acre of trees, at 
the end of twelve years, will yield 
1600 pounds of nuts. At 15 cents 
a pound, the return would be $240, 
from which the expense of produc- 
tion, $80 to the acre, would have 
to be subtracted. I have trees that 
are bearing nuts and believe, from 
my experience so far, that the yield 
in this country will equal that in 
Spain or elsewhere.” 

“You have also done considerable 
experimental work in politics,” the 
interviewer observed. 

“Yes, if you so describe my ac- 
tivities tn that direction,” Senator 
McNary answered. “My brother was 
in politics, while | was a young man, 
and was running for office and I 
assisted him. But I never was a 
candidate myself until I felt that I 
would like to be an associate jus- 
tiles of our Supreme Court. I had 
practiced law in Salem for fifteen 
years and had never held a politi- 
ca) office. 

“One can go stale In politics, as 
well as in athletics. The man who 
fe a @andidate every year, first for 
this and then for that, wears him- 
self out and wearies the public. I 
desired to be a supreme judge, but 
I waited until I thought I had & 
good chance to be nominated and 
elected. 

“Stepping-stones are all right-— 
across brooks and creeks. But why 
use them in polities? There is more 
competition for the lower offices 
than for the higher ones. That 
fact is overlooked by most candi- 
dates. 

WON |OREGON FOR HUGHES. 

“Well, I was nominated and 
elected. After serving my term I 
returned to my practice and in 1916 
was chairman of our State commit- 
tee and Oregon was by 
Hughes and Fairbanks.” 

“Which made you the logical man 
for Senator,” the interviewer said. 
“At any rate, I'am here,” the 
Senator replied, waving his arms to- 
ward the window and making an 
air map of Washington and the 
District of Columbia. 

“Are the initiative, referendum 
and the recall of office-holders still 
the harbingers of the millennium in 
the eyes of Oregonians?” 

“The people of our State,” the 
Senator answered, “desire now e«x- 
actly what they desire dwhen the 
reforms that you mention were 
thoughtfully discussed and then de- 
liberately adopted. Not 5 per cent. of 
our voters would support the prop- 
osition to repea) the initiative, the 
referendum or the recall. 

“No State officer, so far, has been 
recalled, but the law its ready if ever 
such an act on the part of the peo- 
ple becomes necessary. Oregon has 
been called an experimental! station 
in legislation. All that I care to say 
ie that the experiments have been 
successful. Ridicule of Oregon has 
not changed the facts. It has no ef- 
fect whatever on the minds of our 
voters. 

“We are not like the people of the 
East—afraid of the foreigner. Nor 
like the people of the South, who 
are in terror of the negro. All of us, 
practically, are Americans. There- 
fore, we do as we please. Freedom 
dwells in Oregon. It its the most 
thoroughly American State in the 
Union. 

“Fundamentally, Oregon is safe 
and sound. Christian missionaries 
were its first white inhabitants. You’ 
know the story of Marcus Whitman 
the medical missionary, and Henry

FAR EAST BECKONS. 


BY FREDERIO J. HASKIN. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.) July 16.— 
The American business man is com- 
ing to realize the great potential 
markets of the world today are-in 
the Far Hast. With a population 
eight times that of the United 
States, it offers unequaled possibili- 
ties for trade and investment. 

America got a taste of the great 
trade opportunities of the far east- 
ern countries during the war when 
its exports to Asia more than 
doubled. Lack of shipping facili- 
tles prevented even greater expan- 
sion of trade with these countries. 
Now the American exporters are 
fighting to retain the advantage they 
gained over other competitors dur- 
ing the war. 

According to F. R. Eldridge, Jr.. 
chief of the Far Eastern Division, 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, of the Department of 
Commerce, the future and perma. 
nency of American trade in the 
Far East will depend largely upon 
the amount of American capital in- 
vested, He has lived in the Far East 
for years, has made a careful and 
thoughtful study of trade conditions 
there, and is convinced that no 
longer does trade follow the fag, 
Dut, rather, does trade «dollow 4 
loan 


“All the world knows that most 
of the free capita} of the world to- 
day,” he said, “is in the United 
Btates, and all the world is looking 
to this.country to go into the un- 
developed regions of the earth's 
surface, and the creative 
wand of wealth. Not that these coun- 
tries of the Far Hast are without 
wealth and resources of their own. 
In the Far East the potentialities 
are beyond the dreams of the wild- 
est optimist. But the people are not 
sure of themselves. The workings of 
modern finance are not within their 
ken, and wealth to them still means 
something to hoard, to conceal and 
to lie fallow. 

“There is something unfortunate 
in the term ‘Far East,’ which un- 
doubtedly reacts indirectly on- the 
American business man who is 
asked to invest his money in enter- 
prises of even the most promising 
character. Perhaps, if some daring 
aviator were to startle the world by 
fiying to Japan in sixty hours by 
way of the Great Circle and Aleu- 
tian Islands, a distance of about 
4000 miles, it would bring about a 
realization thatthe term ‘Far East,’ 
which was appropriate in the day 
of the clipper ship, is out of place 
in this era of modern means of 
travel. This drawing closer of the 
east and west by quicker and bet- 
ter means of transportation and 
communication will do more than 
anything else to dissipate the feeling 
of mystery and aloofness which 
marks the attitude of the average 
American investor today. 

“China, of all the Far Eastern 
countries, with its population three 
times as large as that of the United 
States, offers the most logical field 
for investment and trade develop- 
ment. In all Far Eastern countries 
except China, Japan and Siam the 
interests of the home governments 
are, of course, paramount in their 
respective colonies or dependencies. 
But even where this ts the case, as 
in India, there is a breaking away 
from the traditional] lines of indus- 
tria| effort such as textiles, leather 
and mining and new ventures such 
as steel and cement works are be- 
ginning to attract foreign capital. 
“Great signs of progress are be- 
ing noted in the internal develop- 
ment of these countries. Gasoline 
engines on the plantations are no 
novelty, and rice-hulling plants, 
bone-crushing factories and oil mills 
are all demanding working capital 
and machinery. Under normal con- 
Gitiong thig capital would be sup- 
plied by England, but conditionsare 
not normal today, and the industrial 
growth of newer India will not 
await the rehabilitation of British 
machine-making industries or con- 
gent to be handicapped through lack 
of British capital. 

“Not all of these ventures, as re- 
ports show, are immediate succes- 
ses, but the failures are more than 
likely due to lack of preparatory 
study. It is not improbable that 
Great Britain, without the capital 
to supply herself, will take a broad 
view of the value of American cap- 
ital participating in Indian indus- 
trial advancement. 

“In the Dutch East Indies the 
question resolves itself more into 
one of providing ships for maintain- 
ing the direct trade which developed 
so wonderfully during the last years 
of the war, and showed clearly that 
these islands could be made direct 
suppliers of our raw materials and 
purchasers of our manufactured 
goods. Here is a demand not only 
for American capital to develop the 
vast rubber lands of Sumatra, but 
a genuine and steady demand for 
our miscellaneous manufactured 
goods, oil pressing machinery, sugar 
machinery, tobacco machinery and 
a varied line of hardware and ag- 
ricultural tools and implements. 
Our best investments would be made 
in direct steamship lines and banks 
willing to extend the credits which 
were granted by European nations 
before the war. 

“In French Indo-China, Siam and 
British Malaya, the trading oppor- 
tunities are good and numerous bids 
for American capital to engage in 
tungsten, tin end antimony mining 
as well as rubber planting are being 
made. These countries have de- 
pended almost entirely on European 
capital in the past, and are now be- 
ginning to realize that if they are 
to further develop, the money for 
such enterprise must come from the 
world’s banker—the United States. 
“In ovr own Philippines we, of 
course, must not be backward. The 
improvements which have been in- 
augurated with American wealth 
are only a harbinger of what is pos- 
sible. The tremendous growth of 
the copra ofl milling industry dur- 
ing the war has been a reveldtion 
of the possibilities of our own is- 
land possessions. No matter what 
form of government its granted, the 
United States is and will remain 
commercially dominant in the Phil-

Glass, Secretary of the Treasury, in

'and that he has no reason to believe 
that the expenditures of the govern- 

'ment will exceed that amount. 

The Secretary points out that this 
means no net increase in the public 
debt for the year, beyond the 
‘amount of the deferred installments 
| of the Victory Liberty Loan, and 
that the programme for the next five 
j}months, which, of course, include 
ithe period of the heaviest expend!i- 
i'tures during the fiscal year, 1920, 

, contemplates a net inerease in the 
amount of certificates of indebted- 
ness outstanding not exceeding 
| $600,000,000. 

It is evident, the Secretary argues,

Permission to operete freight-carry- 
ing motor trucks between Los An- 
geles and San Bernardino before 
the Board of Public Utilities recent- 
ly, the railroads through their rep- 
resentatives, presented the plea that 
the increased activity by freight- 
carrying trucks was jeopardising 
railroad service in this part of the 
country. 

Among other railroad representa- 
tives who opposed the grants ,was 
Paul Burks, legal representative for 
the Santa Fe Railroad. Mr. Burks 
is quoted as saying: 

“The cumulative effect of com- 
petition of this character cannot do 
otherwise than deprive Los Angeles 
and vicinity of proper railroad serv- 
lee. This, I believe, is the attitude 
of all the rail carriers. 

“This city requires a service that 
is dependable in all clasess of weath- 
er, regardless of the price of gaso- 


ruinous, is beneficial to everybody, 
but if you are going to continue to 
extend this motor truck service, it 
can have but one effect, and that 
will be to cripple the rail curriers. 
It fs a matter of far-reaching im- 
portance and one which I believe 
this board should consider with 
much care,” 

The attitude of the railroads in a 
matter of thie kind cannot be but 
surprising to the general public. It 
is well understood that, for the most 
part, motor freight transportation in 
the vicinity of Los Angeles ts large- 
ly In the nature of local business, 


For years we have heard from the | 


railroads that they do not make 
money on “short hauls.” Everyone 
in the shipping business knows that 
it coats more to send a shipment 
by rail a distance of fifty miles than 
it does to send a similar shipment 
500 miles. That is in proportion to 
the distance the goods are trans- 
ported. 

It has not been many months since 
the Federal government was en- 
couraging all sorts of shipment by 
motor rather than by rail. It may 
be said an emergency exiated then 
owing to the at rush of freight 
and the inability of the railroads 
to cope with the situation. The rail- 
roads acknowledged they could not 
meet the issue. Now that the crisis 
has passed. the railroads are seek- 
ing to put out of business the same 
medium that they called upon fran- 
tically to come to their relief when 
they could not fll the bill them- 
selves. 

Furthermore, railroads have rec- 
ognized the utility of the motor 
truck as a freight transportation 
medium and now are using them. 
They have learned truck operation 
is cheaper than many spur lines. 
When they solicit or accept ship- 
ments they do not tell shippers that 
trucks will transport the . 
ment a part of the distance. - 
dently, trucks have proved their ef- 
ficiency with railroads, but in the 
hands of private owners the price 
of tires or gasoline would prevent 
their operation. ° 

To question the dependability of 
motor-truck freighting is very short- 
sighted upon the part of the rail- 
roads. ere are freight trucks in 
operation over the highways of 
Southern California that never have 
been known to miss a trip. The 
idea of the weather or cost of sup- 
plies stopping them is absurd... As 
& matter of fact, should it happen 
that a truck was laid up on the 
road through acecident, another 
truck can be dispatched to the scene 
and the cargo removed with very 
short delay. All of us know the 
long delays that follow accidents 
to rallroad equipment. Some of us 
have had experience with cars in 
transit being set out because of a 
hot box, broken axle, or some other 
reason, and the shipment delayed, 
not for hours, but for days and even 
weeks. 

Then, too, there are other things 
that we in Southern California re- 
member. We can recall] the regu- 
larity with which landslides occur 
in the winter and block railroad 
transportation. We may have had 
experience with tunnels being closed 
tnd when making @ railread trip 
having to be taken by motor stage 
on @ detour around the point of 
trouble, but all the while rid on 
a railroad ticket. Freight ip- 
ments under such circumstances are 
delayed for days at a time. Yet, 
they say, motor truck shipment is 
not to be regarded as reliable. 
Probably the exception can be found 
in every line of transportation. 

As to costs. Freight-carrying mo- 
tor trucks operate cheaper than 
railroad trains and the rates to ship- 
pers are lower. It is the ahipper 
and therefore the consuming public 
that benefits from this difference in 
rates. Would it be fair to the pub- 
lie to deprive it of the option of 
shipping by rail or by truck when 
there is a difference in rates? One 
truck will not transport the same 
load that one freight train will, but 
many trucks will accomplish the 
same end and evidently it is the de- 
sire of the ratiroads to restrict the 
number of trucks go that or will 
not have to meet such formidable 
competition. 

The general traffic manager of 
one of the largest manufacturing 
coneerns in the United States fiz- 
ured out what it costs them to ship 
freight by rail and truck between 
varioys eastern points. By. comput- 
ing the savings made in the prep- 
aration of the goods ami the lack 
of delivery charges at both ends the 
vast difference In the coste of the 
two methods of transport was all 
in favor of the trucks, Certainly 
Los Angeles city’s officials wil) not 
deny te Los Angeles shippers and 
the public at large the benefit from 
this difference in transport that is 
enjoyed by shippers and the public 
in the East. 

And the railroads benefit In no 
small way from the automotive in- 
dustry represented in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, the very same industry they 
are striking at by trying to have 
the operation of trucks in competi- 
tion with them locally restricted. At 
this time there are approximately 
5000 motor vehicies, not counting 
tractors or motorcycles, being re- 
ceived in Southern California 
monthiy. This represents ship- 
ing of approximately haif 
a million dollars that the railroads 
receive. The railroads must appre- 
elate an income of about $6,000,000 
from shippers of motor vehicles, but

CUTTING INTIS 
VERY DANGEROUS. 


Some of the most serious 
accidents on the highways of 
recent date have been caused 
by “cutting in” on the part of 
motorists, state officials of the 
Automobile Club of Southern 
California, and that organiza- 
tion ie going to take steps to 
see that the habit is stopped. 

An automobile overtaking 
another vehicle must pass that 
vehicle on the left at an in- 
creased rate of speed and 
Must not assume the right- 
hand side of the road in front 
of the overtaken vehicle until 
dt ia a “reasonable distance” 
ahead. 

This “reasonable distance” 
meane a distance which is long 
enough to be safe. If the 
motorist ‘cuts in” ahead too 
soon he is liable to arrest. 

And he is going to be ar- 
rested, too, aceording to the 
Auto Club's reports from, 
eounty traffic officers through- 
out the State. Don't “cut in” 
in the future if you want to |

Englishman Gets Little Rest 
Touring by Motorcycle, 
Says Cycling is Now King of 
Sports in England. 
Kicks About American Roads; 
Hasn't Seen California.

-“Roads? What roads’ I haven't 
geen any roads. I have Jeen fol- 
lowing a place where cows had been 
walking.” 

That is the declaration of an Eng- 
lish motoreyclist touring America 
Hie came to America for the tour as 
a “rest” after serving with the 
Royal Air Forces in the war. Capt 
H,. Shepherd of the Royal Air 
Force, Birmingham, Eng. was in 
hansas City today and wrote the 
following impression of this coun- 
try s highways:

Quite right. | shouldn't complain, 
but 4e vou Americans realize what 
tremendous lot you're losing 
through bad roads and how much 
your commerce is being hampered 
and your motor car and. motorcycle 
industry is being stinted on account 
of them? 
IMPRESSIONS OF “SPEED COP.” 
Another decideJly definite ‘“‘im- 
pression” is the American “speed 
cop." I thought that England was 
the only place cursed (or blessed) 
with them. I succumbed to the en- 
ergies of a “speed cop” before I 


had been in the country two days. 
The kindly old “fudge” left me with | 
just twenty-six cents In my pocket 
wherewithal to buy me food and gas- 
Oline for the next four hundred 
miles! Even that didn’t amuse me 
half so much as the unceremonious 
way in which it was done. In Eng- 
land, if anyone is unfortunate 
enough to be arrested for speeding, 
there is a great fuss made. You 
receive a summons politely request- 
ing you to be at the assizes, or the 
high court, or whatever it happened, 
to be, on a certain date, sometimes 
weekg ahead. When the hour ar- 
rives you feel almost proud as you 
walk up the marbie steps of the law 
courts. in the court you are made 
speechiess by the constables in their 
brilliant uniforms, by the reporters 
who are there as silent recorders of 
your fate. by the throng of faces in 
the public gallery come to witness 
your condemnation, and last but 
not least, by the awe-inspiring judge 
who deigna to lock upon you. FPinal- 
ly you feel that it was really worth 
while for the experience when, after 
much argument, persuasion and de- 
liberation, vou are relieved of five 
shillings and costs! 

But net so in America. You have 
an altogether diferent way here. 
You are doing, say. forty-five. A 
man asks you to stop and leads you 
to the local fudge. He takes your 
money and out you go onto the road 
again’ 

How many hundred times have I 
heard the eternal question. “Where 
are you from’” Of late ft have re- 
ferred people to the number plate. 
The other day I had been fighting 
my way along through endiess mud 
for hours in the full heat of the 
bakine sun. It was real hard work, 
“paddling” that heavy macgine along 
through the ruts, up hill and down 
dale. I was all but exhausted and 
soaking in perspiration. Just as I 
had successfully negotiated a dim- 
enult part of the road I struck a rut 
edgewise and the machine landed on 
top of me in the hedge. A young 
fellow in a car near by get out, came 
over, and said, “Sav, fella, do you 
have any trouble with your back 
eylinder getting hat?” 

However, I li never regret hav- 
ing started «n this trip. America 
in a beautiful country and I have 
not seen a fraction of tte beauty vet 
To trave) acros# America has for 
vears been one of my ambitions and 
undouttedly one can see more of any 
country by traveling it by road. Once 
America has good roads there will 
be nothing to prevent an American 
seeing and knowing his ew" country 
the some as the Englishman now 
sees and knows his.

GALVESTON (Tex.) July 27.—Ta 
a report to the City Commission on 
the probable cost of raising the 
grade of Galveston so as te place the 
city apove the danger line of over- 
flow from the Gulf in time of severe 
tropical storms, John HM. Germand. 
Commissioner of Streets and Pub- 
lic Property, and Charles A. Heit, 
Jr., City Engineer, submitted two 
suggested grade levels without fec- 
ommendation ag to which should be 
adopted. 

One of the suggestions te that the 
city be elevated by an 
fll over the entire area of the aity. 
The estimated cost to the city, not 
including the expense te the prep- 
ertys owners for thia Gi. would be 
approximately $15,000,000, aceard- 
ing to City. Engineer Holt. The aec- 
ond plan that the downtown 
portion of the city be elevated te 
11.4 feet and 10 fet abeve mean 
low tide. The two levela are neces 
sary to insure proper drainage, 
was pointed out. The cost to the aity 
of this fill would be approximately 
$5,000,000, according te City Bugi- 
neer Holt. The railread tracks and 
property and the wharves would got 
be raised by this prepeosal. 

It is probable that the City Comme 
mission will defer final ection upon 
the pendirg propositions until 
board of United States engineer, 
which is now mak a similar 
survey, shall have subm its fe- 
port to Congress.

CAN ROSS SWIM 
THE CHANNEL? 


Sheffield Thinks He is Only 
Man Today Who Can. 


Tells How Capt. Webb Ac- 
complished Big Feat. 


History of Other W ater Cracks 
Who Failed, 


—

Over seventy separate attempts 
have been made during the last 
thirty-five years to swim the English 
Channel. The first cussess was that 
of Capt. Webb, who was drowned 
while swimming the Niagara 
Rapids, he on his second attempt 
swimming the channel on August 24 
and 25, 1876, in the remarkable time 
of 2ih. 45m., under very favorable 
weather conditions, the @a being 
quite calm, with no wind &nd very 
little cross tides. The tog and 
course recording the swim were 
given the writer by Capt. Webb's 
brother. The additional arrow 
course shows the swim of Thomas 
Willlam Burgess. 

Capt. Webb. well smeared with 
Popoise grease dived in from 
the Admiralty pier Dover, at 1 
o'cjock on the former date, swim- 
ming westwards towards Folkestone. 

2:46 p.m—Webb was swimming 
down channel with the breast 
stroke, doing twenty-twe strokes to 
the minute. 

3 pm—A number of porpoise 
were swimming in close proximity to 
Webb, which were probably at- 
tracted by the smell! of grease which 
he was anointed with. 

3:30 p.m.—The tide was turning 
and Capt. Webb was being drifted a 
little to the west, being only four 
miles from shore. 

SIP OF BEEF TEA. 

4 pm—Dover Castle was juat 
visible in the mist. Tt was about 
this time the captain took light re- 
freshments, consisting of strong 
beef tea. He rarely spoke, evident- 
ly determined to do or 4ie, for he 
went on swimming steadily through 
the closing hours of the day until 
dark. 

p.m.—Webb had now been i'n 
the water eight hours. Tt was just 
at this time he was severely stung 
by a jelly-feh, which is a very 
painful ordeal, as sea swimmers 
well know. 

12 p.m.—Webb took a little coffee 
and brandy. The moon had risen 
by thie time, and we were about 
fourteen miles from Dover. 

2 am.-—We were driftine weest- 
ward, with the white chalk cliffs 
rear Cane Grienez standing out in 
bold rétief. Webb could see the 
light. which seemed to cheer him 
on his solitary course. . 

TIDE TURNED. 


5 a.m.—Davlight, with a haze over 
the land. Webb took some refresh- 
ments, coffee and cod liver off, 
treading water while drinkine., 
refusine to even rest his hand on the 
boat, althoueh told to do so hy the 
referee. Webb had now been in 
the water sixteen hours. The tide 
had turned and carried him further 
and further away from the goal he 
so longed to reach. 

S a.m.—Webb took A little beef 
tea and brandy: fearfully exhausted. 
but etfll totling on. His hands now 
began to drop, and hi« fingers onen, 
a had sign, barelv making headway. 

9°39 am—We had. however. 
fritted until we were directly off 
Calals pier. We sounded and found 
we were in five fathoms of water. 

16:15 a.m.—We were two hun- 
dred yards from the shore. Web» 
barelv keeping afloat: it was now 
or never, Webb doing twelve strokes 
aminute. We were within one hun- 
dred vardsa of the shore: the men 
in the mail boat passing ovt of the 
harbor struck uo “Rule Britannia.” 
and cheered Webb on for the final 
struggle. 

TOUCHED SHORE. 

10:40 a.m.—Great excitement on 
shore, Webb had touched shore in 
about three feet of water, tried to 
stand up, but fell heavily forward. 
Willing hands rushed in waigt-deep 
and carried him to the carriage. 
when he was rolled in a rug and 
hastily driven to the Hotel Paris. 
Many of thdse on the boat had tears 
ef joy in their eves, after watching 
the terrible struggle of the 
hour, The people of Calais looked 
upon Webb tin the light of some ex- 
traordinary being-——half man. 
fish. The crowds increased hourly, 
and a ringing cheer went up as Capt. 
Webb appeared on the veranda 
some six hours later, after complet- 
ing the most difficult swim any swim- 
mer in the world had yet accom- 
plished. 

The second man in the world te 
swim ‘the channel! was Thomas WIl- 
liam Purgees. For seven vears Bur- 
geass, the Yorkshire blacksmith, had 
heen trying. In that time he had 
made fourteen attempts. Over and 
over again he was beaten by one 
unfavorable circumetance and =  an- 
other—once when he got to within 
a quarter of a mile of his goal. 

WAS PIAICKY. 

Nothing daunted he kept trvine. 
and his plucky efforts were at last 
rewarded, for starting from Dover. 
he reached the shore near Cape 
Grienez on Wednesday, September * 
1911. havine been In the water near- 
lv two rounds of the clock. cover- 
ine ¢0 miles In 22 hours and 35 
minutes, At the start portents were 


none too favorable, for Burgess had 
severe attacks of sickness and 
trouble with his gsog«les. These 


early difficulties surmounted. 
ever, the awimmer settled himeelf 
down to his tesk, and for hour after 
hour swam with his nowerful ‘over- 
arm etroke. Towards the er’ he 
naturally tired, but hie indomitable 
pluck would not let him give wav, 
and after a terrific race with the 
tide. he at last reached French soil. 
very weary. but happy in the know!l- 
edge that he had done that which 
only one man had done hefore him. 
INCIDENTS IN THE LOG. 


Burgess started on his great swim 
at 11:15 a.m., entering the water at 
a spot about midway between the 
South Foreland Lighthouse and St. 
Margaret's Bay. 

At the start the breeze was north- 
east, about ten miles an hour. This 
was considered rather favorable, as 
the wind was helping the swimmer 
over. It was soon apparent. how- 
ever, that the wind was freshening. 
White-capped waves came rolling 
up. and the party on the motor

MENDED PACE. 

There is no other swimmer who 

knows so much of tidal conditions 

in the channe! as Burgess, and as 


course, inquiring at intervals the 
bearings of certain land and sea 
marks. When informed as to his 


position he did not hesitate to ex- 
press his satisfaetion or otherwise, 
and he reguiated his pace according- 
ly. The end of the flood tide on 
which the swim was started took 
Burgess three miles north of the 
South Sands Head Lightship. In 
three hours he was six miles direct 
of the land. The lop was still 
troubling him. 

He was slightly sick three times 
and after about three hours’ swim- 
ming, he had a serious consultation 
with his pilot as to the advisability 
of remaining in the water. “A couple 
mere turns of sickness will finish 
mé.” he said. He was advised that 
the wind was dropping. and he once 
more settled down and swam steadi- 
ly on although it was evident that 
he was still feeling far from well. 

The ebb-tide was tremendously 
strong. Burgess came down chan- 
nel at a great pace, and the Calais 
boat due at Dover at 5 o'clock passed 
many miles eastward of him. His 
westward drift took him as far as 
the Shakespeare colliery, situated 
half way between Folkstone and 
Dover. The weather was improving 
rapidly, and the swimmer was in 
better spirits after six hours’ swim- 
ming than after two. 

STRONG ERBB-TIDE. 


One of the most important points 
in a channel swimmer's calculations 
is the Varne Buoy. <A great deal 
often depends upon how near the 
swimmer gets to this 
marks a sandback several miles in 
length, and about seven miles off 
Dover. The buoy first showed up 
two miles to the northwest, but the 
ebb-tide was so strong that seven 
hours from the start Burgess was 
situated three miles south of the 
Varne, or, roughly. halfway across 
the channel, ten miles direct on the 
way to France, in seven hours. It 
Was a position that any channel 
swimmer would have envied. Bur-

Out the United States. ) 
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Great Opportunities. 


LTHOUGH the average farmer cannot 
increase his acreage as easily and as 
rapidly as he might desire, he has it in his 
power to enlarge his Income by increasing 
the production of his farm. One of the 
ways for the land-locked farmer to make 
more money is to market more and Setter 
live stock. There is for many but a limited 
chance for expansion in the production of 
intensely grown crops, but there is a great 
opportunity, especially in the irrigated re- 
gions of the Southwest, for expansion in 
the production of all classes of live stock. 
Some interesting data along these lines 
has been assembled by the Department of 
Agriculture. In a study of forty-two farms 
in Henry county, Illinois, it was found that 
the farms which kept the most live stock 
per acre yielded the most income, labor, 
outlay and results all being taken into con- 
sideration. This was in a section where 
the live-stock business had long been well 
established and where its possibilities had 
been generally tried out. In Southern Call 
fornia live-stock raising is only in the in- 
faney of its development and its possibili- 
ties. When the products of the ranch can 


be fed into stock and marketed on the hoof 


the farmer in this part of the country, espe- 
cially, is engagiug in a business that is not 


im any danger of being overdone and in 


which there is room for more producers and 
greater production for an indefinite period. 


The Valley of Plenty. 


production hag been the rule 
in the irrigated arid regions since 
water was first turned onto desert. The 
praises of the great interior valleys, espe- 
cially those given keen life by the great 
Colorado, have been sung for years. Yet 
the amazing record of production during the 
past year in one of these valleys, the Impe- 
rial basin, is such as to again provoke en- 
comium. Crops in all irrigated regions of 
the West are better, this year of low rain- 
fall records, than those of unirrigated areas. 
But the crown of Imperial is set this year 
with new gems. 

It is not at all unlikely that, this year, 
Imperial Valley will show a greater produc- 
tion. value per acre of any general farming 
section in the West or Middle West. Rail- 
road officials have assembled figures of 
shipments from the valley thus far this 
year. Up to July 1, approximately $43,000,- 
000 worth of products had been shipped 
from the valley. This includes most of last 
season's cotton crop, but not this year's 
tremendous milo production. Of course 
this is an increase over the production of 
any other year in Imperial’s history. That 
is the usual thing. 

The coast section of Southern California 
does not feel the full force of the valley's 
production, as fully 60 per cent. of what the 
farmers of the great basin raise rolls east- 
ward. Imperial cotton, cantaloupes, live- 
stock, lettuce, except a small portion, trav- 
el eastward. Buyers from the Atlantic 
Coast to the eastern edge of the Rockies 
come to the valley and secure products. 
Los Angeles and San Diego are reaching out 
for these products, and with the installa- 
tion of a cotton compress and the coming 
of more ship lines to the port of Les An- 
geles, a much greater share of Imperial Val- 
ley’s products will roll westward. 


Decline Threatened. 


THE livestock industry of the United 
States is not to suffer a decline, immedl- 
ate steps must be taken to solve the grave 
problem presented by the recent drop in 


beef and lamb prices to the producer at a | 
time when the consumer is denying him- 
self meat because of its high price. This 
is an anomalous situation for which Con- 
gress is trying to find a remedy. | 

There is no longer necessity for meat 
conservation in this country. Europe needs 
our surplus pork, but is getting a large part 
of its beef and mutton by importations from 
South America and Australia. But the mis- 
taken meat conservation idea seems to pre- 
vail largely with the consumer, or he is 
unable to buy as much as formerly. As a 
result there is stagnation in the beef and 
mutton market, and producers who _ sell 
their products at this time are confronted 
with the danger of heavy financial losses 
which would tend to restrict production an¢ 
cause a serious shortage in future. 

Soon after the war England, Italy and 
other European countries began buying their 
beef in Argentina and Australia, but turned 
to Ameria for pork and pork products. It is 
probable that there will be a market for all| 


GARDENA VALLEY WOULD REPLACE 
GARDENS WITH CITRUS GROVES. 


ARDENA—To show the ranchers of 

the Gardena Valley the adaptability of 

its soil and climate for the growing of 
citrus and deciduous fruits, particularly 
le oranges and wainuts, the Los An- 
geles nty Farm Bureau conducted a 
tour of demonstration through the valley 
on July 18. Sixty ranchers took part in the 
trip and saw a vision of a valley of the 
future famous for its citrus products and 
nuts rather than for its strawberries, on 
which the Jap rancher now has a monopoly, 
its tomatoes, lettuce, caulifiowers and other 
truck garden products. The Farm Bureau 
was represented on the trip by W. S. Rose. 
crans, secretary; Robert W. Hodgson, 
farm adviser, and M. F. Shepherd, director 
of the Redondo-Torrance-Gardena-Moneta 
district.

our surplus swine in Europe for some 
months to come. But the market for sur- 
plus beef must largely be found at home 
How is this to be accomplished? 

Unless beef and mutton consumption is 
increased in the United States, the advance 
made by cattle and sheep raisers during the 
war will be lost, production decreased, and 
high prices to the onusumer probably rule 
Many cattle raised in response to the patri- 
otic demand for meat production for the 
army and navy are now maturing, and if 
sold on a falling market, loss will result to 
the producer. Stockmen do not deserve to 
be penalized for their patriotism, but should 
be supported by the consuming public in an 
effort to restore consumption to the normal 
without delay.

When Dr. H. J. Webber, head of the citrus 
experiment station at Riverside, made a 
trip of inspection through the valley about 
a year ago he was impressed with the won- 
derful conditions prevailing there for the 
successful growing of citrus fruits. The 
soll and climatic conditions he pronounced 
excellent. With such favorable conditions, 
he was surprised to find that only a very 
small fraction of one per cent. of the avail- 
able acreage in the valley was planted to 
citrus fruits. And this in further view of 
the fact that practically every experiment 
by ranchers in the valley in the growing of 
citrus fruits had proven ly suc 
cessful. 

According to Farm Bureau Secretary 
Rosecrans, who, incidentally, is one of the 
largest ranchers in the valley, there are 
in the district at least 65,000 acres of good 
farming land which could profitably be set 
to citrus and deciduous fruits. Only about 
30 per cent. of this land is under intensive 
cultivation, and almost 60 per cent. of this 
is farmed by the little yellow men—ably as- 
sisted by all the women and children of 
their households. The Japanese population 
in the valley is increasing constantly. Prac- 
tically all the land renters in the valley are 
Japanese who, although they pay a fair ren 
tal, comparatively speaking, do not pay suf- 
ficiently to give -the owners of the land a 
good return on their investment. : 

It is partly to overcOme a condition of 
affairs, which is turning the region over to 
an alien race and partly to show the owners 
of the land it will yield a good revenue if 
proper advantage is taken of the valleys 
soil and climate that a movement has been 
started to encourage the growing of citrus 

fruits. This movement has 


the indorsement of the Fourth District 
Chambers of Commerce, a body composed of 
the civic organizations of Redondo Beach, 
Torrance, Gardena, Moneta, El Nido, Lo 
mita, Hermosa and other towns in 
the district. This endorsement, with the 
assistance of the Farm Bureau, js expected 
to yield good results in a short time. 
THEY HAVE THE PROOF. 


The first place visited on the demonstra- - 


tion tour was the nursery of William 

in Lomita. Mr. Boyle specializes in the 
growing of many varieties of semi-tropical 
fruits, particularly the feijoa sellowiana, 
more familiarly known as the pineapple 
guava, the custard apple, avocado, and 
other such varieties of fruit. All of his ef- 
forts have come up to his highest expecta- 
tions, and many of his products have been 
exhibited at various places. His success in 
growing the pineapple guava has been par- 
ticularly striking, the fruit weighing as 
much as five ounces éach and being of an 
6xceptionally good flavor. A test showed 


that these fruit contained 10 per cent... 


sugar. 


The ranch of L. M. Pollock, another Lo 
mita rancher who has been successful in 
the growing of avocados and oranges as 
well as other varieties of fruits, was also 
visited. Mr. Pollock has several six-year- 
old avocado trees on his ranch of the Taft 
and Dickenson variety, which, according to 
Mr. Hodgson, showed a remarkable growth 
and ranked with the best trees of this kind 
he has seen in Southern California. The 
fact that the avocado can be grown suc 
cessfully in this district assures, in his esti- 
mation, the successful growing of lemons 
and oranges, which are considered a more 
hardy fruit. Mr. Pollock planted a row of 
evergreen trees around his ranch, which 
has proven an effective windbreak. 


That walnuts can be grown successfully 
on a large scale is proven by the experience 


of J. 8. Stevens, who has a ten-acre walnut . 


ranch in Gardena. The trees on this ranch 
are all full grown and yielding a heavy and 
excellent crop. A visit through this ranch 
proved a revelation to many of the ranchers 
present on the trip. 

The first man to grow lemons on a large 
scale in this district is A. Hasse of El Nido 
who also bears the distinction of being the 
first rancher to raise beans in the valley, 
which was eighteen years ago. Mr. Hasse 
stated that he was ridiculed by his fellow 
ranchers when he first announced that he 
was going in for bean raising, but that he 
came out successfully in this endeavor 
nevertheless. Now he ie out to lead in a 
new field, the crowing of lemons, and al- 
ready has eighteen acrs planted to this 
fruit. The trees are about a year old, very 
hardy in appearance, and more advanced 
in growth than trees of the same age in 
what is recognized as the lemon belt. Mr. 
Hasse, in addition to growing lemons, is 
also red taba oranges and guavas Very suc 


SOIL CONDITIONS. 

According to statements made by Mr. 
Hodgson, the soil in this vicinity shows a 
depth of from twenty-five to forty-three feet. 
This soll is of a sandy loam, rather rich for 
soi] of this nature, and holds the moisture 
well. In some rare places the soil is what 
might be classed as hard pan, but even here 
it is of a nature that breaks up easily and 
is very soluble. Mr. Hodgson pronounced 
the soil conditions excellent for the growing 
of citrus and deciduous fruits, the water 
supply good, and said that from information 
he could glean from old ranchers, there was 
a surprisingly small frost hazard. The 
prevalence of wind in the valley was not 
great enough to injure the crops or the 
growth of the trees, he thought, as shown 
by the experience of the ranchers undertak- 
ing the growing of citrus and other fruits. 

Apples have also been grown successfully 
fim the valley. James Flannery and A. Mat- 
son, two El Nido ranchers, have gone into 
this business on a fairly large scale, and 
have been able to derive good returns. The 
fruit on these ranches is large and of a 
good flavor, in addition to being plentiful. 

The Farm Bureau has decided to divide 
the Gardena Valley into two farm centers 
because of the large territory. One of 
these centers will comprise the Gardena 
Moneta district and the other the Redondo 
Torrance-Lomita district. The burean trip 
has aroused no small amount of enthusiasm 
among the ranchers, who have been assured 
of the active assistance of the county farm 
organization in the carrying out of their 
plans. 
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THE STEEL GRAY FLEMISH GIANT 
AN EXCELLENT MARKET RABBIT.

NTENSE interest is being taken now in | 
| the development of giant rabbits, with 
the idea in mind of raising the largest 
amount of meat for the least amount of 
feed, the time of development being an-. 
Other vital consideration. At the last Los 
Angeles show the ju(ge stated that this 
part of the United States led all other sec- 
tions in the production of giant rabbits. 


The Flemish giants are leaders in the 
heavy rabbit breeds. A_ well-developed 
Fiemish giant will weigh from twelve to 
eighteen pounds. One weighing the maxt- 
mum figure was recently exhibited by Wil- 
son Bros., Los Angeles. The Belgian hares 
average seven or eight pounds at matu- 
rity, and the New Zealand reds two or 
three pounds more. The difference be- 
tween the three breeds, however, lies prin- 
Cipally in weight and color—the flesh is al- 
most exactly similar in all three breeds. 

The pretty steel-gray Flemish are very 
popular. The large ears are carried well 
erect—not like the English brecds—and the 
hind quarters well built and very large. 
The shoulders are massive and well meat- 
ed, unlike those of most breeds. The rab- 
hits are gentle and so qu‘et in their habits 
that they can be kept and bred in quar- 
ters where almost any other breed would 
be a failure. They seldom burrow, being 
contented in any clean, dry butch. 

In the case of the Flemish giants, the 
time of gestation is about thirty-one days, a 
day or two lenger than is required for 
other rabbits. The young are strong and 

grow rapidly. They begin to eat in less' 


than three weeks from birth and thrive 
on almost anything that comes from the 
garden or grain field. They are perfectly 
hardy and good feeders. The mothers of 
this breed are careful and very rapid breed- 


ers, bringing to weaning time large litters 


of healthy youngsters. 


The giants sare in the front ranks for 
market purposes just pow because of the 
extra three to six pounds of meat. A Flem- 


ish giant killed at three months of age 


should weigh three to four pownds dressed 
and is prime eating. Hut so great is the 
demand for giants for breeding purposes in 
the Southwest that few Flemish animals 
find their way to the table as fryers. When 
they do they commaad a premium because 
of their good size. 


It costs adout 25 cents to raise a rabbit 
to the age of three months. At that time 
it may be marketed at the rate of 35 to 40 
cents per pound, and the pelts are_ also 
worth something, some rabbit-raisers get- 
ting 10 to 15 cents apiece for the steel-gray 
breeds. Compared with chicken-raising the 
points are In favor of the rabbits, it would 
seem, for the hares are very hardy and 
require inexpeusive feel 

Hutches for the giants should be some- 
what larger than those intended for other 
breeds. They should have at least twelve 
feet of floor space and a height of two feet. 
If there is plenty of room in the rabbitry it 
is best to have the hutches separate, but 
they are usually set in tiers or stacks, two 
or three high.

partitions, twelve inches wide by nineteen 
ches long, enough one-half-inch boards 
thirty-nine and one-half inches Jong, laid 
lengthwise, to cover the top, back and bot- 
tom, and one strip thirty-nine and one-half 
inches long and one and one-half inches 
wide for the front of the nests. Cut three 
pieces of one-half-inca boards twelve inches

Nail the top, back and bottom to the ends 
and partitions (see fig. 2,) insert the three- 
inch strips in the nests, and make the guard 
(b,) nailing it to the left side of the nest. 
Bore a hole mm the catch (a) large enough 
so that the catch will move freely when 
screwed into position on the side. Place a 
washer on the screw between the catch and 
the side of the nest. 

Make the doors (c) of seven-eighths-inch 
material, twelve inches by six inches, and 
cut a triangular notch in the center four 
inches wide. Put two screw eyes in the 
top of the doors and bore holes in the front 
of the nests two inches beiow the top (in- 
side measurement.) through which a three- 
sixteenth-inch wire is run to support 
doors. 

Attach a narrow strip to the front of the 
pests for the hens to jamp upon when en- 
tering the nests. Place a button or block 
of wood on the front of each partition to 
hold the door when the nest is closed. 

If the nests are to be placed directly be. 
low the dripping board, a wire top should 
be used on the nest, except for a five-inéh

PHENOMENAL YIELD, 
SANTA MONICA.—-Few persons 


boast of as high returng per acre from an 
agricultural crop as can J °. Harrod of 


the fall of 1917 planted two town lots each 
48x187 feet, or approximately two-fifths of 
an acre, to the monstrous Bush Lima bean. 
it lived through the wiater very well and 
started bearing in the spring of 1918 at 
least one month earlier than any of the 
current season's lima crop. The first pick- 
ing was made June 24 and the last Decem 
ber 14, when the crop was practically gone 
Between these two dates Mr. Harrod gath- 
ered and sold 6174% pounds or more than 
three tons of beans from this two-fifths of 
an acre. The total cash received from the 
crop amounted to $273.94, which is at the 
rate of $684.85 per acre. This is believed to 
be a record for returns per acre from city 
lot gardening in this section. What makes 
the performance all the more remarkable 
is the fact that the beans were raised with- 
out any irrigation whatever. For labor in- 
volved this crop certainly promises to re- 
turn more per acre than almost any other 
crop attempted in this section. About all 
that Mr. Harrod did was to cultivate tho 
land occasionally until the vires began to 
meet, when al] that was necessary was to 
gather {yg beans. 
NEW BERRY GROWN. 

LAMANDA PARK.—A new berry known 
as the Chinese gooseberry is being propa 
vated at the Coolidge Nursery a short dis- 
tance north of Lamanda Park and those 
who have tasted it are confident it will 
come to be an important producer. The 
verry is borne on a larce and heavy vine 
with a blossom very like the passion flow- 
er. The fruit is russet brown and about 
the size of an ordinary egg. Tho seeds 
are small and soft and easily removed. Th» 
acid of the berry has a distinctive flavor 
making it suitable for pies, jams, jellies and 
sauces. The vines are prolific bearers. An 
other importation from the same country is 
the Chinese haw. This fruit resembles in 
a general way the haw of the Middle West 
but is as large as a small crab apple and is 
borne on a small tree or shrub. It has a 
better flavor than the ordinary haw and 
makes a delicious jelly. It is one of the 
commercial fruits of China and is expected 
to take equally well here.

MARKET DICTATES TYPE OF HOGS - 


the 


BY F. H. SCRIBNER. | 


OME years ago any of the big markets 
S would readily handle the prime heavy 
hog weighing from 450 to 500 pounds. 
They wanted lard then; it was the maip 
product of the pork packing industry and it 
figured largely in the export trade. “Clear 


backs” and “clear bellies’ were more com- 


mon expressions in those days. 


The perfection attained in the manufac 
ture of vegetable oils Las cut the lard de- 
made very largely, and only when the lard 
market is strong will the packers pay a 
premium for the strictly heavy hog today. 
Then, too, the popularity of pork as a meat 
has increased greatly. This has created a 
demand for better quality in pork cuts, for 
younger, sweeter meat with less fat. People 
are economizing on pork as well as other 
meats, and when they buy pork chops, they 
want the small ones. such as can be cut 
from a young, medium-weight hog. These 
and other factors have brought about a 
change on the big market. Today the 
lighter weights usually rule and the “prime 
medium butcher” a young, mature, smooth, 
highly finished hog weighing from 220 to 
280 pounds, is the best hog for the market, 
butcher hogs weighing right at 250 poun 
representing the packer’s ideal. 

This class of hogs is more satisfactary 
to the feeder also. He has found that it is 
no longer profitable to carry his hogs unti) 
they are one and one-half to two years old 
before turning them off, feed and all other 
factors in finishing being too costly in these 
days. He has found also that young ani- 
mals of the proper type make faster gains 
at.a small cost, and with proper feeding

Littie pigs can sometimes be marketed 
at a profit, but the roaster market is very 
limited, and the price received these days 
‘for young thrifty pigs for fattening pur- 
poses practically eliminates this class. Light 
hogs we:ghing from sixty to 125 pounds 
are never profitable. Their meat is unsuit- 
able for packing, as it contains too much 
water to please the packer, and he wil! not 
pay what they are worth to the farmer to 


feed out. 
BREED FOR THE BLOCK. 

The ultimate end of every porker is the 
block. No matter what class the market 
puts him in, ae is required to furnish 4 
maximum of choice cuts with the least pos- 
-sible water. High dressing per cent. means 
quality and fixish. To get these, the correct 
form and type are essential. 

All profitable meat makers possess & 
great similarity in buiid.” A good pork 
conformation includes exactly the same gen- 
eral points as those. of,a profitable steer, 
or a good fat wether.. In the hog, as is 
other meat producing animals, we look for 
a short broad back, thick wide loin, dees 
broad well-tilled hams, and a straight under- 
line.. Good breeding gives this desirable 
conformation. The “feed cross” produces 
the finish. 
PURE BRED OR SCRUB. 

The pure bred sire has been developed 
along certa.n lines and characteristics, and 


they become so fixed in him that he breeds 
to a certainty, and his offspring has the 
faculty to turn corn, forage crops and by- 
products into purk in the shortest possible 
time. From the good individuals represent- 
ing the leading breeds, we get the type that 
is crowding the “razor back” out of exist- 
ence. Good blood tells in the hog lot, just 
‘as much as in the dairy barn or sheep 
fold.

He represents the 
differences between years of hog growing 
success dy failure and by his continuous use 
upon grade sows, it will take but a short 
time to make the herd equal to pure bDreds 
in the ability to get big gains and quick 
finish.

BEAN WEEVIL IN CALIFORNIA. 


BY A. 0. LARSON, 
VU. &. Bureau of Entomology, Alhambra Station. 


B “store are often seriously damaged in 
storage and in the flelds by weevils. 
a Bean weevils, however, are not new 
pests. They belong to a class of insects 
that cause the farmers and merchants a 
loss of many millions of dollars annually. 
Few people realize the fact that the bean 
. weevils have forced the farmers of many 
sections—as in the coastal regions of the 
Middle Atlantic States—to discontinue the 
production on a commercial scale of this 
valuable food crop, and to turn their atten- 
tion to other crops. The bean weevils have 
been one of the chief factors in discourag- 
ing the production of beans south of the 
latitude of New York, except in the higher 
altitudes, So serious is tac attack in the 
warmer sections of this country that dried 
beans for seed and for food are grown 
mostly in the more Northern §tates and 
California. Last year California produced 
more beans than any other five States com- 
bined. Last year the weevil injury was 
greater in California than it has ever been 
before and amounted to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Bean culture is growing in California. 
Large quantities of limas, pinks and black 
eyes are sold in all our Southern States. 
Throughout the, South in the past, it. has 
been the belief among brokers and retail 
merchants that California grown peas and 
beans are immune to weevil attack. This 
belief has been of great value to the Call- 
fornia growers, but the situa.ion appears 
to be changing, for the complaints from 
various southern centers all indicate that 
wnless California growers and warehouse 
men wake up and give heed to the control 
of weevils either by fumigation, the heat 
process, or by certain changes ir their 
eultural methods, their market in the South 
is going to be injured quite materially. This 
increase in infectation of California beans 
is probably due to a continued disregard of 
weevil activities. 

While beans will always suffer from 
weevil attacks, unless an ynanticipated co- 
operation among growers and merchants 


can be developed for the suppression of con- 
ditions favorable to weevil increase, there 
is no reason why the greut losses at present 
sustained in storage need be tolerated if 
those interested will inform themselves re- 
garding the habits of these weevils and the 
methods for their control. (*‘armers Bulletia 
No. 983, United States Department of Agri- 
culture gives a very comprehensive. discus- 
sion of this subject.) 

Injury to the beans is usually unobserved 
until after the crop has veen in storage for 
several months. Many believe that after 
the crop has been harvested it needs no 
more attention. Seeds put away at time of 
harvest are sometimes not examined again 
until the following planting season when 
they are found to be “weevily” or “buggy” 
and very badly damaged. Small growers 
often put away beans, for winter use, in 
jars or other tight containers only to find 
then unfit for food in a few months, often 
being full of holes and honeycombed by the 
grubs of the weevil. Wonder is expressed 
that beans, apparently in good condition 
when put away, and kept well covered 
should later become “weerily.” Because 
this frequently occurs, a belief is quite 
prevalent that bean and pea weevils develop 

taneously from the germ of the seed. 
Some people believe that all beans will be- 
come weevily if left long enough even if 
there are no signs of life in them when put 
away. The following facts will show that 
there is no foundation for such a belief. 
LIFE OF THE WEEVIL. 

Weevils like many other insects pass 
through several marked chenges in form 
ond habit before reaching maturity. The 
adult winged weevil that is seen crawling 
about among the seeds is the parent insect. 
Many of these parent weevils fly from the 
store house to the fields where beans are 
growing. As the bean pods are developing 
the mother weevils lay whitish eges on or 
within the pods, These eggs are so small 
that they are seldom noticed. In a few days 
they hatch into tiny white grubs which bur. 


little; grubs heal up without leaving visible 
horse beans very distinct

The beans develop more rapidly than the 
erubs do so that at the time of harvesting 
they appear to be im perfect condition. 
However, the grubs develop—the rapidity 
depending upon the temperature at which 
the beans are kept—becoming fully grown 
and then pupate or go into a resting stage 
gat to coming out as the parent 
weevil. 


While resting in the cavity made in the 
beans they develop wings, legs and hard 
mandibles or jaws and change color but do 
not eat. After becoming fully matured the 
adults cut small round holes in the skin 
ef the bean and crawl out. Pea weevils 
usually stay inside the pea until after plant- 
Ing time and have only one generation each 
year but the bean weevils have several gen- 
erations each year—the number depending 
upon the temperature. They lay eggs on the 
dry beans in storage and these eggs hatch 
and bore tiny holes, which can be seen with 
a magnifying glass, into the beans where 
they develop. 

There are several different kinds of bean 
weevils but their life histories are much the 
same. The one which causes the most in- 
jury in California—the common bean weevil 
~is called Bruchus obtectus. [t ts brownish 
gray in color and only about one-eighth of 
an inch long. 

SOME PRECAUTIONS. 
There are several different kinds of bean 


dies that can be applied to kill the weevil 
grubs in the beans growing in the field but 
there are a number of remedies that may be 
applied to lessen the abundance of weevils 
and to prevent them from causing injury or 
damage in storage. Any remedy that les- 
sens the number of weevils present in the 
field has a direct effect upon the number of 
weevils to be fought. in storage and vice 
versa. It helps to: 

(1.) Practice clean culture. In gathering 
the crop care should be taken to leave no 
portion of it In the fleld because seeds scat- 
tered on the ground or left in scattered pods 
on dried vines can carry the pest over win 
ter and furnish a supply of weevils the fol- 
lowing summer. 

(2.) Harvest as soon as possible. The 
beans should be threshed at the earliest 


Many adult weevils entferge 
Early harvest and early treatment would 
prevent their subsequent injury. 

(3.) Plant only seeds free from infesta- 
tion. If seeds are planted which contain 
weevils, the adults emerge and add their 
number to those in the field that may 
have migrated from the place of storage 
To plant weevily beans only invites a 
“buggy” crop. 

Weevils may be killed in storage by fumf- 
gation with a number of materials such as 
(GS2) carbon disulphid, carbon tetrachio- 
ride (CCI4) or hydrocyanic acid gas. They 
may also be killed by heat. 

For :he warehouse carbon disulphid or 
hydrocyanic acid gas give the best resuks 
but must be used with care as the former 
will explode if used in the presence of Gre, 
and the latter is deadly poison. (For fumi- 
gation see Farmers’ Bulletin No. 799.) 

Those having only a few beans can heat 
them in an oven to 120 or 140 deg. Fahren- 
heit for a few hours thereby killing all 
weevil grubs ‘and ezgs. 

Care should be taken that they do not be 
come infested again after treatment. This 
makes it necessary to examine the beans at 
short intervals. 


GRAINS BARRED OUT. 

The United States government, acting 
through the Department of Agriculture un- 
der the plant quarantine act of August 20, 
1912, has promulgated regulations ~absolute- 
ly forbidding importations of seed or paddy 
rice, and, except under strict supervision, 
importation of all species and varieties of 
wheat, oats and rye in the raw, uncieaned 
or unprocessed state from Italy, France, 
Germany, Belgium, Great Britain, Ireland, 
India, Japan, Brazil and Australia. This ac- 
tion is ‘taken because of the danger of fur- 
ther introduction into the United States of 
the destructive plant diseases known as flag 
emut and take-all. The quarantine becomes 
effective August 15. 1919. It is unimportant 
as affecting commercial importations, be- 
cause normally the grains mentioned are 
not imported into this country in quantity. 
Its object is to control and safeguard the 
occasional entry of such grains, either as 
minor gommercia' importations or for seed-

An engineer would not build a steam tloco-4 time ago, and his grand dam was a daugh- 


motive of the same type or of the same 
strength of materials as he would an auto- 
mobile engine. A horseman would not 
choose a Percheron horse to enter a run- 
ning race. 

These things are self evident. It is true 
that the skyscraper and the greenhouse are 
both made of concrete, steel and glass—the 
locomotive and automobile engine are both 
made of metal, and the Percheron and run- 
ning horse are -both flesh and blood, but 
each is made for a specific purpose. Their 
component parts are so constructed to with- 
stand the strains and to perform the func- 
tions necessary to do their particular kind 
of work. 

So it is with cattle. There are two dis- 
tinct purposes in raising cattle; one ts to 
préduce beef, and the other is to produce 
milk. No one animal can produce the maxi- 
mum of both beef and milk. Some cows, 
it is true, will produce a very good quantity 
of milk, and when dry will take on flesh 
quite rapidly. But there has never been, 
nor will there ever be, a cow that will pro- 
duce over 100 pounds of milk per day, and 
later, when killed, dress ovt as efficiently 
and produce as high a quality of beef, as 
the good Shorthorn, Hereford of Angus. 

Beef cattle should have a quiet dispost- 
tion, bordering on loginess. They should 
be large with heavy bones, should take on 
weight easily, and the cows should have 
small udders and give only milk enough to 
raise a calf.

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HOW THE STEEL FARM HORSE HAS it 
REVOLUTIONIZED DRY FARMING. 


BY H. A. CRAFTS. 


HE practicability of dry farming was 

long since thoroughly demonstrated in 

Colorado, Western Kansas and Ne 
braska. But dry farming implied study, 
hard work, close attention and general good 
management to be made profitable. Conse 
quentiy it did not appeal to the great mass 
ot farmers, who liked to do things In the 
old way. 

The practice of dry farming was founded 
upon the theory of deep plowing, and a 
thorough working of the plowed land. This 
process implied much labor and expense. 
The demand for team work was insistent. 
I’ry farming pulled on the horses and mules 
with a heavy strain. 


Herein lay the chief burden of difficulty 
The drain upon horse flesh was excessive. 
it not only wore out the farm horse, but it 
required the maximum of feed and care. 

in California dry farming has been of a 
fundamental nature. The rainlese summer 
made the State unique in this phase of farm 
operation. Evén in the most arid regions 
of the Rocky Mountain belt there are

sporadic summer rains; sudden thunder 
showers, and sometimes quite protracted 
rain storms, and these help out wonderfully 
in the science and art of dry farming. 

When the summer rain comes in the Mid- 
die West it catches the dry farmer just 
richt: his cultivated fields are in a fine con- 
dition of tilth, and consequently they are 
in just the right condition to receive and 
absorb every drop of moisture that may fall 
upon them. 

Not so with dry farming in California. 
Here the dry farmer must, of necessity, de- 
pend wholly upon the surplus moisture 
which falls during the late autumn, winter 
and early spring. 

But the California climate is such that 
the farmer may farm all winter; whereas 
the land of the dry farmer of the East is 
frozen up solid and covered with snow for 
about four months of the colder part of the 
year. 

ENTER THE TRACTOR. 


And now enters upon the stage of agrt- 
culture the farm tractor which makes dry 
farming much easier and more practicable 
ard profitable than ever. Weak and fallible 
flesh and blood in the shape of both man 
and team are at once eliminated from the 
problem, and the powerful forces of gas 
and steel, and human skill and ingenuity 
come to the relief of the over-worked farm- 
er. It solves the problem of dry farming, 
—o for the farmer of California and of the 
cast... 

The farm tractor, hitched to a gang oi 
heavy plows, rips up the stubborn soil re- 
gardiess of ancient plow sole, gravel bed or 
any other ordinary obstacle. Then follows 
the clod crusher, the dis¢e horrow, the roller, 
the cultivator, and all of tliose tools which 
are calculated to lighten up and pulverize 
the soil. 

Here we have a proposition that perfects 
the seed bed, and at the same time prepares 
the fleld in the best shape possible to re- 
ceive, absorb and hold all moisture which 
a kind Providence has a mind to send 
along. 

In California the farm tractor again en- 
ables the farmer to do his fall and winter 
plowing at the earliest possible moment 
after harvest, and to do it in the shortest 
possible time, thus permitting the sowing 
and planting to be done in good season to 


receive the rains and derive the best re- 
sults from them. 


TRACTOR COMES IN 
HANDY ON WOOD LOT. 


In order to have the wood properly dried 
before cool weather, this is a good time to 
cut up the winter's wood on the farm. Many 
places have small eucalyptus picts, and 
furms in many sections have white oaks 
and other native trees, some of which may 
be spared for firewood. Windbreaks, too, 
sometimes need to be thinned, and up- 
rooted trees cut up. In turning trees into 
proper length billets for the cooking or 
heating stove the tractor comes into bene- 
ficial use — 

Buzz-saw outfits for cutting firewood are 
built in a variety of sizes and styles. The 
size and style best suited to a particular 
place will depend mostly on the character 
and amount of wood to be cut, the power 
available for running it and the number 
of men to be used on the work. The saw 
blades are made in sizes from twelve 
inches or less up to thirty-six inches in 
diameter and the frames are of correspond- 


ing the weed as it is pushed 

saw blade. are of two general types, 
me or swinging table 
sliding table. 

The saw blade provided should be of 
ample size to cut through, at one operation, 
the largest pieces of wood commonly 
hendied Blades of from twenty-four t» 
thirty inches in diameter are the most 
popular sizes. A twenty-four inch bDiade 
will cat a stick as much as nine inches tn 
diameter, and a _ thirty-inch biade_ will 
handle logs up to one foot thick. 

The speed at which the saw blade is rua 
is another important factor. The periph- 
eral speed (the rate at which the saw 
teeth travel) recommended is between 8000 
and 19,000 feet per minute, which makes 
about 1200 revolutions per minute for a 
thirty-inch blade and about 1500 for a 
twenty-four inch blade. The operator 
ehould know the speed at which his engine 
runs and should be sure that the pulley on 
the saw is of the right size to give the 
proper speed. Too low speed will make 
quick, clean cutting impossible and the 
high speed will require excessive power. 

Generally, the small tiltiug table is pref- 
erable for cutting cordwood or small short 
pieces and the rolling table for wood of 
large dimensions. — 

There is an element of danger which 
should always be borne in mind when using 
a circularsaw machine. Every saw table 
should have a guard to prevent the hand or 
arm coming in contact with the blade while 
moving the wood e table. A piece of 
wood that. comes contact with the saw 
teeth at any time except when it is on the 
table in the proper position for cutting will 
likely be thrown from the saw with suffi- 
cient force to injure'a man. Running saw 
blades at excessive speeds often causes them 
to burst and other accidents result from 
carelessness. It is always well to remem- 
ber “Beware of a buzzsaw.” 

A circular-saw outfit can be operated with 
a wide range of power, and a large majority 
of the gusoline engines found on tarms may 
be used for this purpose, as well as the 
average tractor. The actual power required 
depends on the size and kind of the wood 
to be sawed, the rate at which it is fed to 
the saw and to a certain extent on the cor- 
dition of the saw blades. 

Ordinarily not less than a four horse- 
power engine should be used for a circular 
saw and for heavier wood a six horse- 
power engine {s preferred. A still larger 
engine can be weed but the fuel cost will 
be somewhat greater. However, if the 
governor is adjusted correctly the load will 
determine #0 a certain extent the fuel con- 


sumption. 


FEEDING THE PIGS.

KNOCKS IN MOTOR, 
and the 


AND WHAT THEY MEAN. 


It is bad policy to run a tractor after a 
knock or a pound is“heard. The machine 
should be laid up until the cause is deter- 
mined. Most common causes of knocking 
‘are: (1.) Spark lever advanced too far. 
(2.) Too rich a mixture of fuel and alr. 


{3.)  Gurbon deposit in cylinders. (4) 
Loose tappets on connecting rods, (5) 
Loose bearings. 

When the motor has a tendency to heat 
up quickly, the knocking is usually due to 
carbon in the cylinders. The carbon causes 
preignition. 

When a push rod or loose connecting rod 
tappet causes the knocking, a light tapping 
sound which increases with the speed will 
be heard. This is easily remedied by re 
moving the proper plate and filling the tap- 
pets until a good bearing is secured. The 
knock of a main bearing is a dull, heavy 
knock. If a bearing knock is continued for 
any length of time it is liable to fatten the 
crank pin, making the fitting of a new bear- 
ing very difficult. The refitting of a main 
bearing is a more serious matter, and some- 
times requires the “taking down”. of the en- 
gine. Some tractors, however. are so con- 
structed that the main bearings can be re 
moved and refitted after a side plate is re- 
removed.

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SAN PEDRO’S CITY ON STILTS. 


HEN the seeker for the picturesque 
in Southern California has ex- 
hausted the conventional mega- 
phone sights, when he has visited 
Mount Wilson, the orange groves, the foot- 
hills, Catalina Island and the beaches, he 
has still something worth while coming to 
him if he is of a venturesome spirit and 
does not scorn to leave the beaten track in 
search of diversion. 

The City on Stilts' Ever hear of it? No? 
@ome along then, and let me show you. 
The round trip will cost you but 75 cents in 
coin of the realm. so put on your overalls 
and khaki skirt and take the Pacific Elec. 
tric car to San Pedro—and don't forget 
your camera or you'll be sorry 

Get off at the Fifth street boat landine 
in San Pedro and take the 5 cent ferry 
across to Terminal Island. When you step 
off the ferry, walk down the wharf to your 
left about 300 yards and, presto, you are in 
the midst of the City on Stfts,. or to be 


more explicit the city built on piles driven 
into the bay. 


Many years ago the government put in a 
bulkhead of heavy timbers along this wate 
front as far as Dead Man's Island. When 
it was completed, squatters were given per- 
mission to drive piles into the bay within 
six feet of the bulkhead, and build homes 
upon the piles and dwell therein rent free 
The only stipulation was the six-foot space 
to be left clear in the event of repairs to the 
bulkhead becoming necessary. A great 
many squatters took advantage of Unele 
Sam's generosity and began erecting 
houses. Some of them have dwelt there for 
twenty years, rent free. 


When the city of Los Angeles took over 
the San Pedro Harbor, the squatter’s rights 
were respected, and except for a nominal 
yearly property tax, the dwellers of this 
marine city have never known the terrors 
of the landlord's visit. The first of the 
month passes by as uneventful for them as 
it does for the man who carries his blan- 
kets on the oven road, with the additional 
assurance that no small town constable is 
lurking around the corner. 


Of late the Japanese have seized upon 
the little city as their own, and if you wish 
to see the Nipponese in as near his native 
babitat as you'll find him anywhere out- 
side the realm of peach blossoms it is here 
right before your eyes. You are used to 
watching him in the market gardens and 
berry patches or in the small shops on East 
First street. But tn the City on Stilts you'll 
get a new angle on this little courteous 
alien and his home life. 


Bits of Beauty and Color 
in this Strange Place.

springs. But for all 
that, he is here in the 
City on Stilts as primi- 
tively courteous anid 
debonafr in his denim 
overalls as he is at 
home in the silk robe 
and grass sandals of 
his ancestors. 

The reason for the eagerness of the 
Japanese in grasping occidental customs 
and making them his own is no doubt due 
to the fact that in his native country he 
bad reached the limits of development un. 
Ger his old ideals and organization. Con- 
tact with new sources of life gave impetus 
to his awakening spirit, already aroused 
in curiosity and wonder at what he had 
beard and seen of us occidentals. 

Living, as he does, in our midst it would 
seem that we have some claim to know 
what we are talking about, when we make 
laws against him, but | sometimes think 
that we are unjustly prejudiced. 


he can live on what you and | would starve 
to death on. Instead of this an 
axiom of guilt i think it rather clears him 
before the courts cf humanity. [f a man 
by frugality and temperance, by close at- 
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tention to business 
has succeeded in de- 
veloping so great an 
efficiency as to be a 
dangerous competitor 
to his more luxury 
"loving brothers, he 
certainly deserves a 
certain amount of 
credit.

About two years 
ago a very destructive 
fire came near wiping out the city. Some 
said it was caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion in a pile of tarred fishing nets, others 
aver that it was of incendiary origin. Be 
that as it may, the little picturesque con: 
munity came near being wiped off the map, 
and only the efficiency of the water front 
fire department saved it from utter destruc- 
tion. 

The inhabitants of San Pedro seem to 
view the City on Stilts with suspicion.

European Farmers Become 
American Faetory Hands. 


N THEIR own countries 

many of our non- 
English-speaking immi- 
grants were small farmers 
and fruit growers. In Los 
Angeles the majority of 
them are day iaborers, 
collectors of garbage, rub- 
bish and junk, fruit ped- 
diers, truck drivers, track 
hands and such occupa- 
tions, or they work in fac- 
tories, beef-packing plants, 
lumber yards, brick yards, 
gas works, etc. The women 
prefer laundry work and 
the factory to domestic 
service. 


Some at least do not en- 
joy the change, and long 
for the country, but find it 
expedient to remain in the 
city and adapt themselves 
the best they can. 

How they like America 
is largely a matter of tem- 
perament. Some find it @ 
veritable paradise and are 
superiatively content 
Others feel cheated in hav- 
they 
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finite patience, and such teaches are not 
always available. 

Fifteen of the city schools have evening 
classes with an enrollment of 5657 and an 
attendance of 992. 
tended a session of the District Federal 
Court where a class of seventy-seven—a few 
of them wonten—presented themselves for 
admission to citizenship. Nearly all were 
accepted on diplomas received for complet- 
ing the citizenship course of study. 

Of these, twelve were subjects of Great 
Britain, eleven of Germany, eight each of 
Italy, Austria, Hungary, Russia and Sweden. 
three of France, two of Norway, and one 
each of Switzerland, Belgium, Greece, Mon- 
tenegro and Turkey. Nine without certifi- 
cates were subjected to searching oral ex- 
amination, each separately and according 
to the nature of his replies. Three of these 
were British, two German, one Russian, one 
Italian, one French and one Swiss. That 
was said to be about the average number 
per month seeking admission. A few appli- 
cations were deferred for various reasons. 

Several of those with diplomas were fine 
upstanding fellows in soldiers’ uniforms, 
who dropped their unpronounceable or oth- 
erwise undesirable names and took good 
American names along with their citizen 
ship. Another, a gray-haired German, wore 
the revered blue which told he had fought 
for the Union more than half a century 
ago. 

they waited for the draft—I 
heard of only one who enlisted—the for. 
eign-born, naturalized or subjects of Allied 
nations seem to have gone willingly when 
called and served well. District Sixteen 
sent forty-two Chinamen and two Japanese. 

Interesting side lights were brought 
out by the questions, the most tragic 
being the experience of a Russian who left 
his wife and children behind, 
and the war coming on he 
has been unable to get any 
trace of them, letters, money, 
and tickets to America all be 
ing returned.

Almost nomadic 
in their instincts, they have 
a strong attachment for their 
mative land, which is too 
easily reached for them to 
take root in the land of the 
Americano.

The 
most outstanding fact of Bol- 
shevism is its hatred of the 
Bible and all it represen‘s. 
This nation was founded and 
built upon the Bible. It is 
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“Contagious” Diseases. 


CCORDING to a dispatch from St. 
Paul, Minn., dated July 12, two St. 
Paul physicians will expose them- 
selves to contagious diseases in a 
duel to the death to prove which supports 
the best scientific theory. Dr. H. A. Zettel, 
electropath, challenged Dr. H. W. Hill, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Minnesota Public 
Health Association, to the duel and Dr. Hill 
accepted. 

Dr. Zettel will use nothing but “pure sani- 
tation, pure air and sanitary food and drink” 
to prevent what he terms “so-called con- 
tagious diseases” from affecting him. Dr. 
Hill is to brave the diseases after inocula- 
tion and vaccination. They will expose 
themselves to the most virulent cases they 
can find and will then go into quarantine to 
await developments. Even leprosy will be 
ased in the test. 

“The survivor shall be an honorary pall- 

beafer for the victim,” says Dr. Zettel’s chal- 
lenge. Should we both be fortunate enough 
to survive we will hold a rally at the Audi- 
torlum and tell the people of our experi- 
ences.” 
The entire affair grew out of the accept- 
ance of a similar challenge by Dr. J. B. 
Fraser of Toronto, in an article “Do Germs 
Cause Disease?” published in a physical 
culture magazine. Dr. Fraser defied any 
Board of Health in the United States or 
Canada to prove that germs cause disease. 
Dr. Hill asked him to name the time and 
place for the experiment. Dr. Zettel, who 
ig an exponent of Dr. Fraser's theory, of- 
fered himself in his contemporary’s place 
and issued the challenge. 

Such a test is quite unnecessary. The 
fact that so-called “contagious diseases” are 
not contagious—except that skin and sex 
diseases may be communicated by direct 
physical contact—has been proved over and 
over again, under the most searching medi- 
cal supervision. Little is said of this by 
medical men, because it upsets their pet 
germ theory, although Virchow, parent of 
the theory, admitted, before he died, that 
germs are not the cause but an effect of 
disease. 

Among others, the late Thomas Powell, 
M.D., of Los Angeles submitted to a num- 
ber of tests, under rigcrous medical con- 
tol. He was fed enough bacilli to wipe out 
an army corps, including germs of Asiatic 
cholera, his throat was scarified and painted 
with fresh diphtheria culture. He inhaled 
the dry sputum of a dying tubercular pa- 
tient. Other cultures were injected subcn- 
taneously. Dr: Powell failed to develop a 
symptom of any of the diseases, and lived 
many years thereafter. 

However, before entering upon any such 
test, you should see that you have freed 
your blood of waste matter, by adopting an 
abstemious, non-mucus and non-acid-form- 
ing. diet. Otherwise, the germs—or scaven- 
gers—will attack the waste and start a 
house-cleaning and there will be a hurricane 
that will upset you for a time. 

When atmospheric conditions are favor- 
able to the spread of disease, many, whose 
blood ts full of waste matter, are attacked 
simultaneously, as many on a ship become 
seasick, when the water is rough. Then it 
fig called an epidemic, and the disease is 
falsely supposed to be communicated from 
One person to another. 

It follows, of course, from this, that all 
quarahtines and fumigations are a useless 
and annoying waste of time and money.

Light Wine and Crape Juic.. 


HE lowest alcohol content in natural 

California wines, made in Northern 
California, is about 10 per cent Hard 
cider containg about 8 per cent. 

In the Azores Islands they make a sweet 
natural wine that is quite low in alcohol 
content. Following is from an article in the 
National Geographic Magazine: 

“Several kinds of sweet and sour wines 
are manufactured, but that most widely 
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reed is the red wine (vino de cheiro.) It 
contains a very small percentage of alcohol, 
and has a rich grape flavor. A liter of this 
pure wine is sold for 60 reis, or about 5& 
eents in American currency. It is almost 
impossible to become intoxicated on this 
‘vino de cheiro,” and drunkenness among 
people of the islands is rare.” 

Such a wine is more wholesome than grape 

juice, as it is usually consumed, that is to 
say, when swallowed like water. When con- 
sumed in that way, grape juice—or any 
cther fruit juice—ferments forming alcohol 
and gas in the stomach. 
_ The proper way to use grape juice is to 
mix it with two parts water and the juice 
of half a lemon to a glass, and then sip it 
very slowly. In such form it is a whole 
some drink. 

A beverage containing a small percentage 
of alcohol is less harmful than liquid or 
rolid food that causes the formation of al- 
cohol in the stomach, because that is ac- 
companied by gas, a leading cause of many 
functional disturbances, such as high blood 
pressure 

Many strict prohibitionists are perambu- 
lating stills, although they do not know it. 
They know only that they feel “comfort- 
able” or “satisfied” after mixing sugar and 
starch in their stomachs, just as the non- 
abstainer does after a drink of whisky.

CIENTIFIC massage is a most helpful 
means of* removing congestion and 
stimulating circulation. Broad-minded and 
intelligent physicians recognize this. Un- 
fortunately, there are many of another kind. 
Here ig an extract from a letter I received 
from an experienced hydrotherapist 
masseur: 

“For six months I have been trying to 
make my living by practicing massage, but 
without success. People do not seem to be 
interested in massage at all. Yet it is such 
a creat thing, if you know how to adminis- 
ter it. The general public seems to regard 
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it as a luxury, while some think it down- 
right foolishness. I have been trying to in- 
terest M.D.’s in it, but all I ever got was 
empty promises. Some M.D.’s know the 
value of massage. others don't, but all of 
them, or nearly all of them, do not want 
it Deep down in their bearts they hate 
and fear it, as a competitor. It ‘hurts their 
business.’ 


“There is another angle to this story— 
the ethical side of it. This applies especial 
ly to Los Angeles. Here there are few 
massage institutions where men are not 
treated by womn. While I do not regard it 
as objectionable, under proper conditions, 
to give massage treatments to the opposite 
sex, it is well known that many men go to 
massage establishments, not for the sake 
of massage, but on account of the women 
who give this so-called massage. Such busi- 
ness robs the profession of its dignity, and 
makes it hard for a scientific masseur to 
get along.” 


Mad Dogs. 


HE “hydrophobia” season is now here 
Hydrophobia is exceedingly rare; so 

rare that pound keepers in cities like Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Denver, after being bitten scores, or hun- 
dreds of times, have never seen any such 
thing as hydrophobia. Sending heads or 
carcasses of dogs to laboratories usually 
“brings results,” although it is only a few 
years since anyone pretended to identify 
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the germ of rabies. The Pasteur institutes 
are mercenary grafts. A celebrated French 
physician has said: “Pasteur does not cure 
hydrophobia; he gives it.” 

The only result of the establishment of a 
Pasteur institute in any part of the world 
has been an enormous increase of cases and 
deaths reported to have occurred from hy. 
drophobia, and the one country where there 
has been no single case reported for years 
is England, where, thanks to the protests 
of the anti-vivisectionists, there is no Pas- 
teur institute to play upon the credulity of 
the ignorant.

Scolding has seemed to be a soil In which 
Philosophy thrived, as witness Socrates, 
than whom no living man was probably 
ever more cruelly berated. 

Speaking of the wife of that great philo- 
sophical divine, John Wesley, who at the 
age of 48, married a widow with four chil- 
dren, Southey says: 

“By her outrageous jealousy and abomi- 
nable temper she deserves to be classed in 
a triad with Xantippe and the wife of Job.” 

The first husband of this vixen had quick- 
ly succumbed to her tyranny, but the 
good John Wesley patiently endured it for 
twenty years, when, no longer having youth- 
ful incumbrances to burden her, she aban- 
doned her victim, taking with her his 
papers and journals, the latter of which he 
never recovered. Wesley is probably in 
heaven now. He had his hell on earth. 

Another of the world’s most eminent 
preachers—the Rev. George Whitefield— 
doubtless agreed w a deciaration of the 
affiicted Scaliger, made centuries before: 

“A wife is a hectic fever and not to be 
cured but by death.” 

A chronicler, referring to Whitefield, says 
of his wife: “Her death in 1760 set his 
mind much at rest.” Could he have en- 
joyed this mental rest if he had not experi- 
enced the opposite’ 

A striking contrast exists between the 
present amiable Duchess of Marlborough 
and Sarah, wife of the great soldier<iuke of 
that title, who, im spite of the wretched ex- 
istence which she led him, loved his virago 
to the day when death released him from’ 
the torments which she inflicted. Her tem- 
per was such that to epite him she one day 
actually shaved off ber beautiful hair, in 
which he took a great pride, and placed it 
where he would see it. The tempest she 
bad hoped to arouse was never manifested, 
and it would seem as though even her cruel 
heart might have been touched upon finding 
after his death her shorn tresses locked 
away In a cabinet among treasures which 
he most prized. When this great soldier, 
whom no fortunes of war had ever daunted, 
succumbed to his wife’s ceaseless persecu- 
tion and lay palsied and dying, his duchess 
released some of her temper upon the physt- 
cian in attendance and was known to fol- 
low him to the door, swearing with a fluency 
that shocked Dr. Garth, 


Van Brugh, architect of Blenheim Castle, 
was wont to call its duchess “that wicked 
woman of Mariborough!"” She kept him 
constantly seething in her wrangles, for be 
sides £10,000 to spend upon Blenheim, her 
good lord had bequeathed her an additional 
£12,000 a year “to keep herself clean with 
and go to law,” of which latter permission 
she was prompt to avail berself. Her lov- 
ing husband had meant no aspersion upon 
her in the first clause of this bequest. In 
those daye great ladies wore fine clothes till 
they’ became much soiled, and then cast 
them away. Compare what the old duke ac- 
complished with the record of the present 
duke, and you may learn of the value of a 
shrewish wife. 


At one time England kindly permitted 
men to sell their wives, for there were at 
that time courageous hearts to be found 
willing to attempt the taming of a shrew. 


There was also ‘in use a “scold’s bridle,” 
made of metal bands, which held the tongue 
so that it could not move. Strange to say, 
the name of a man with foothardiness 
enough to apply this device has never been 
published, and its inventor thought best to 
concea] his identity. 


The married man who said he “went to 
the war to have peace” only imitated the 
eloquent French advocate Pasquer, who 
exclaimed: “To have peace I am ever 
obliged to be at war.” It was his wont to 
drown his wife’s angry.voice with the thun- 
der of his own. 


The Harl of Shrewsbury, who was living 
apart from bis wife, received in 1590 a let- 
ter from the Lord of Litchfield and Coven- 
try wherein a fellow feeling creeps through 
these lines of admonition: 


“But some will say, in Your Lordship’'s 
behalfe, that the countess is a sharpe and 
bitter shrewe, and therefore licke enough 
to shorten youre life if she should keepe 
you.

MERICAN “pep” ts a mwckery. To 
put it in scientific language, which 
is at the same time perfectly good 
everyday American, the national 

bustle, instead of being a virtue to be cul- 
tivated and handed down to generations 
that they may rule the world, is nothing 
but a neurotic irritability. It is a sign of 
mental] and physical deterioration, to check 
which all the knowledge of the man of 
medicine and science is powerless, for the 
simple reason that mankind has not yet 
reached a stage of intelligence that would 
make it possible to prescribe for a nation. 

The foregoing is but one of many remark- 
able conclusions reached by one of Phila- 
delphia’s most eminent scientists, Dr. Aus- 
tin O'Malley, widely known physician, for- 
mer professor of English literature at Notre 
Damé University, and author. 

Dr. O'Malley has been making a study 
for years of the efféct of climate on 
races. Already equipped with a scientist's 
knowledge of archeology and history, he 
has traced jhe movement of all known races 
from the times of the earliest civilization. 
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Most of these movements have ended in ex- 
tinction within a few 


centuries. 
And on the basis of that fact Dr. O'Malley 


is now convinced that: 


The Irish, English, Scotch, Germans 
and all other North Europeans will be 
extinct in this country within one or 
two centuries, unless there is constant 
immigration from their native lands. 

The United States, with European 
immigration cut off or reduced, will 
become a land of Southern Europeans 
within a few generations. 

North Europeans cannot exist, as a 
mass, for more than a few generations 
in most parts of the United States. As 
quickly as they migrate into such sec- 
tions as Philadelphia they shall perish 
—literally burned up by the ultra-violet 
rays of the sun. 


Irish Families in the United 
States Dying Out. 


NOUGH proof of these assertions to fill 

a library has been obtained by Dr. 
Malley. But the most outstanding piece 
of evidence, because it is available for the 
study of every one, is the record of the 
American Revolution. According to a record 
of the testimony given by Maj.4ien. Robin- 
son, the English commissioner sent to this 
country during the Revolution for the ex- 
change of prisoners, Gen. Washington's 
army consistdéd of “one-half Irish, one-fourth 


natives and the rest were Scotch, German. 


and English.” 
“During the war of the American Revolu- 


tion,” says Dr. O'Malley, “almost the entire 


Pennsylvania and Maryland line in the 
American army was made up of Irish; there 
are now almost no Irish names among the 
Daughters of the Revolution, the Order of 
the Cincinnati, and simflar societies made 
up of persons who had ancestors in the Rev- 
olutionary War, because the Irish of the 
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Revolution are extinct. I recently exam- 
ined fifty Irish families in Northern Penn- 
sylvania, who are now in the second Amer 
ican generation. 

“These families were of the best immi- 
grants that came here just after the famine 
in Ireland of 1857. They gave their chil- 
dren the best example; they all succeeded 
financially, so that their children were well 
fed, well housed and educated; nearly every 
family was able to send some of its sons 


to college. In the first American generation ‘ 


there were a little over five children as the 
average to each family—276 in all. If these 
276 people had the number of children their 
parents had, they would now be represented 
by at least a thousand descendants. 

“They are actually represented by less 
than 200 delicate, neurotic children. These 
families will be extinct In a few more gen- 
erations. One group of seven families in 
this dist had forty-nine children in the first 
American generations, of which 9 per cent. 
became insane, but the second American 
generation consists of rix delicate children, 
and there will De no more. 
progression in the second generation there 
is a retrogression by more than 86 per 
cent.” 

The underlying cause of this retrogres- 
sion, according: to Dr. O'Malley, is cli- 
mate—attempts by light-complexioned na 
tionalities to exist in degrees of light 
against which nature has not protected 
them. Without the protective pigment that 
will shut out the ultra-violet rays, he de- 
clares, the northerner in this climate firat 
becomes irritable and unduly hurried— 
American “pep.” In his children or his chil- 
dren's children, still less capable of with- 
standing the rays, they work additional 
havoc until within a few generations the 
family name disappears, unless there is a 
blending with more immigrant biood or with 
darker skinned races better equipped by na- 
ture te withstend the sun.

Why Some Races Are 
White, Others Brown. 


HE American sunlight is the chicf 
obstacle to the development of the 
Northern European in the United States,” 
says Dr. O'Malley. “Anthrofdiogy and tra- 
dition show us the earliest man was white, 
and that he lived at about the latitude ot 
the Euphrates Basin. The colored and 
blonde races were such by development. As 
the white man migrated southward he 
tlowly acquired protective skin pigment and 
became brown. Farther south, im the 
tropics, he grew black to defend himseis 
from the ultra-violet rays of the sun and 
to radiate heat more readily. As he mi 
grated northward he lost the protective pie- 
ment which was worthless to him, and be- 
came whiter, so that he could retain animal 
heat better. 


“Physicists that work with extraspectral 
rays, Roentgen rays, Becquerel rays, rays 
from radium and the like omissions, must 
protect themselves by rubber, lead glass, 
sheet lead and similar means. The ultra- 
violet radiation changes the protoplasm of 
cells so as to let in salts which disintegrate 
and kill the cells. There were more than 
twenty physicians killed in the United 
States alone by the action of the X-ray be- 
fore methods for protection were devised. 
Similar rays exist in the sunlight. 


Finsen, in Denmark, found that skin pig 
ment can protect animal tissues from the 
ultra-violet rays of the sun. Therefore, the 
etronger and more direct the sunlight upon 
the earth and the less relative cloudiness 
of the sky the more darkly pigmented the 
people that live under it. The Eskimes, an 


apparent exception, are dark, a protec: 
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tion against the sun’s glare on the Arctic 
snow during their day of six months. _ 
“Skin pigment has a relation also to 
somatic heat. The blacker an object is the 
quicker it radiates the heat it receives; the 
whiter it is the slower it radiates received 
or stored heat. Arctic animals have white 
hair or fur for this reason, and northern 
men are white; the further north you go the 
whiter men are. “ropical animals have 
dark pelts, and are aocturnal in habit; trapi 
cal men are black. A Sioux Indian in Da- 
kota is white, an Apache Indian in Arizona 
is black. 


“Men are differentiated into races and 


timet species within certain zones bounded 
-by isotherms, men so exist and persist as 
distinct races. Nature preserves the race 
that is best fitted to a given environment 


roughly, from the equator to the thirtieth 
paraliel of north or south latitude. From 
the thirtieth to the thirty-fifth parallel is 
the zone of the brown man, like, say the 
Malay. From the thirty-ffth to the forty- 
fifth parallel of latitude is the zone of the 
brunette Mediterranean type of white man. 
The zone of the European blonde is above 
the fiftieth parallel.” 


To indicate just what this would mean to 
Americans of the North European types, 
Dr. O'Malley points out that the fiftieth 
parallel in America passes through British 
Columbia about 480 miles north of the up- 


permost boundary of the United States.. 


The forty-fifth parallel passes near Halifax. 
Bangor in Maine, Ogdensburg in New York, 
Ottawa in Canada, St. Paul, the lower bor- 
der of Montana and the uppermost third of 
Oregon. 

In Burope it runs near Bordeaux, Turin, 
through Bosnia, Rumania and the Crimea. 
“Madrid, Naples and Constantinople,” says 
Dr. O'Malley, “are north of Philadelphia; 
New York is as far south as Naples; Boston 


and Chicago as Rome; St. Louis as Athens, 
and Washington city is at the level of 
French Africa.” 


Heat Also Has an Effect 
on Man's Color. 


EAT zones must also be considered 

in a study of the effects of climate on 
man. Humidity, says Dr. O'Malley, is al- 
most as important as heat and light. “As 
the summer heat is greater than in Europe,” 
he continues, “the winter cold in America 
ie severer. Above Europe is a partly 
thawed sea; above America hundreds of 
miles of ice-covered land. 


The European mountains are ngh and 


. they lie east and west and cut off the arctic 


winds; Southern and Eastern Europe is pro- 
tected behind high mountains. 

The American mountains run north and 
south and let down the cold winds. When 
roses are in bloom on the Italian Riviera, 


' which is up at the level of Lake Superior. 


the frost may be nipping «he Florida orange 
groves, which are down at the middle of the 
Sahara Desert and almost within the 
tropics. 


Norwegians Could Not Live 
in Southern Climate. | 
(* MAN from the north of Ireland go- 
ing to Philadelphia to live,” says Dr. 
O'Malley, “moves southward 1000 miles: 
if he goes to New Orleans, he moves more 
than 1700 miles. A Norwegian going to 
Texas moves south 2000 miles, and fifty 
years ago a large Norwegian colony was 
actually foolish enough to try this experi: 
ment. Today there is not a single male or 
female descendant of that colony in exist. 
ence. 

“The Lombards went from what is now 
Hanover and the Altmark of Prussia down 
to Middle Italy. Their kingdom began iv 
Italy in 568 and ended in 774; it lasted 206 
years, and the name alone remaias: the 
people and their speech have disappeared. 

The Teutop’ Goths, who most probably 
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came originally from the south coast of the 
Baltic, were important in the fourth, fifth 
and sixth centuries. They took Italy, Sicily 
and Dalmatia and extended their power 
over a large part of Gaul and nearly the 
whole of Spain. They lasted in Italy sixty- 
two years. They lost Spain in 534, and by 
€01 the Gothic language began to go out of 
use in Spain.” | 

“The Vandals went down from Branden- 
burg and Pomerania, and about 428 some 
80,000 of them passed over into Northern 
Africa, at the level of Virginia. By 536, 
that is 108 years after they had left Spain, 
the Vandals disappeared from history, anni 
hilated, not by war or pestilencé, but by the 
climate. 

Early in the thirteenth century a body of 
Burgundians and Germans invaded Greece. 
Two generations after the conquerors had 
fet foot on the Peloponnesus many of their 
leading families were extinct. There are 
ruins of old Frankish castles there now, but 
nothing more.” 


American Hustle and Bustle 
Only Neurotic Irritability. 


HESE and other instances thickly 

strewn through the history of the 
world, Dr. O’Malley holds, prove that a 
northern man cannot thrive anywhere in 
the South. “The Yankee,” he says, “goes 
down to Georgia to take charge of a cotton 
mill there, aad for six months he awakens 
the sleepers; then the joins them.” Tha 


doctor also points out that the heavyweight 
pugilist common here thirty or forty years 
ozo was a foreigner or a first-generation 
man.

The bustle of Americans, their rapidity 
in business transactions, is not a virtue but

“From South Carolina to near Canada is 
the zone in light and summer heat for the 
olive-tinted white man, the Mediterranean 
type,” Dr. O'Malley says, “and this man 
thrives here fairly well, despite the winter. 
which is more severe than that of his Muro- 
pean home. If, however, a man from Scot- 
land, which was an average of 269 cloudy 
days in the year, and a very slanting sun, 
migrates to Yuma, Ariz., where there are 
about nineteen cloudy days annually, a very 
slightly slanting sun, and sometimes a tem- 
perature of 120 deg. Fahrenheit in the 
shade, or to El Paso, Tex., which has about 
twenty-eight cloudy days in the year, he 's 
stimulated for a short time, then nervously 
cxhausted, and, finally, degenerates rapidis. 
Spaniards deteriorate rapidly in Central 
and South America. The Irish degenerate 
physically even in the Northern United 
States.”
